Referring to the 
fatare of British influence in China, 
Sir Robert Hart asserted that 
China was- common ground to 
all nations ; the question as 
to which of them would obtain 
the test influence would 
depend on the nations themselves 
and their treatment of the Chinese. 
New interests were now coming 
forward which would influence in- 
ternational relations in a way that 
could not be foreseen at the present 
time. It is a source of satisfaction 
‘that the alarmist views, held by Sir 
Robert Hart at the time of the 
Boxer cataclysm and subsequently, 
have been so materially modified. 
The main lesson, perhaps, to be 
derived from the circumstance is 
that China offers too complex a 
problem to admit of any simple and 
straightforward solution. For this 
reason it would be well for those 
on whom the mantle of the great 
“1-G.” falls not to attempt to 
out-Herod Herod by pushing to 
extremes novelties in the Customs 
Service which Sir Robert Hart 
himself was only beginning to in- 
troduce tentatively.

Anovt 11 a.m. on Tuesday a fatal 
accident occurred in a gedown, No. 5 
Chaoufoong Road. There is a hydraulic 
lift on the premises and a coolie who 
was carrying some goods inadvertently 
stepped into the well of the lift as the 
cage was descending. The lift struck 
him on the head and he was so seriously 
injured that he died almost immediately 
afterwards. 

Aw accident of a serious natnre oc- 
curred on Wednesday on board the Blue 
Funnel Steamer Agamemnon which is 
lying in the lower reaches of the River. 
A seaman working aloft lost his hold 
d fell a distance of some seventy 
or eighty fest. With commendable 
courage, another member of the crew, 
who was a witness of the accident, 
rushed forward with a view to breaking 
the man’s fall and was borne to the 
deck with broken leg. The unfor-

The man with tho broken 
leg remained on board. 

‘The same evening, on the instrac- 
tions of Mr. A. Rose, H. B. M’s 
Shipping Pro-Consul, the police sent 
down to the Agamemnon to remove 
the body of a seaman, who had died 
snddenly, to hospital, It bas not trans- 
pired whether this death arose out of 
‘the above accident.

Road. It appears that the leakage on 
board was first discovered on Monday 
morning, when it was noticed by those 
on board the Kores herself, and other 
persons on hulks in the vicinity, that 
the Korea was drawing more water 
than usual. An investigation showed 
that there were four feet of water in the 
hold. As the vessel was still leaking 
the Customs Fire Float was sent up to 
her assistance, and succeeded in pump- 
ing out the water at 10 p.m. on Mon- 
day. There were over Tis. 2,000,000 
worth of the opium on board, and it is, 
supposed that the leak was caused by 
the veesel being loaded down below her 
usual water line. Probably the effect: 
of sun and wind on her timbers caused 
them to gape, and the water entered 
when a fresh cargo of opium was stored 
on board. Fortunately for the owners 
opium suffers but -little damage from 
contact with fresh water. Most of the 
insurance on the opium stored on board 
is carried in London.

Donunc the past week two letters 
for publication and some unwritten 
comment have reached us on the 
nature of the pr mes played 
bid oa Band in the Public 
. It is universally agreed 
that the Band, whether deatticted 
to wind instruments for open air 
work or in full orchestral form 
- with strings as when heard in the 
Town Hall, has made striking 
progress under its present conduc 
tor. No comparison could fairly 
be made between the public music 
of Shanghai to-day and what it 
was but a yeur or two ago: and 
much well-deserved praise has been 
given to Herr Buck in mam 
quarters for the devoted care wi 
which he has laboured to raise the 
Band to its present efficiency. 
There is boners an undeniable 
feeling that in proportion as the 
Band bas hdeeel ts technical 
excellence it has shown a tendency 
to pass out of sympathy wi 
popular taste. It is hinted that’ 
those who pay the piper are not 
allowed as much liberty as they 
could desire in calling the tune. 
Indeed the main point of attack is 
that there is not tune enough in 
the daily programme.’ Our cor- 
respondents, for example, ask for 
popular and national airs, selections 
from musical comedies ‘cheerful 
pieces instead of those high-class 
renderings which are wasted on the

cl Even in the case 
of the winter Sanday iconcorta, the 
rity of which was fully 
Pted ty the large audience that! 
assembled week by week in the’ 
Town Hall, similar complaints’ 
were occasionally heard: while the 
Volunteers in particular protested 
that the Band took no pains as in 
former years to give them either 
the quantity or quality of music 
that they had the right to expect 
on field days and reviews. 
So far as the latter con:plaint is 
concerned some justification would 
r to have been admitted, and 
taken to prevent any further 
ponibility of omission in this 
respect. But the immediate dis- 
cussion centres uj the nature of 
the music provided in the Public 
Gardens : and the Directors of the 
Band reply, not without show of 
reason, that they have already done 
their utmost to lighten ee pro- 
grammes and that, while only too 
anxious to meet the public wish, 
they are somewhat at a loss to 
know exactly what is wanted. To 
take only the records of the last eight 
days, that is both before and after 
the dates of our correspondents’ 


letters, they might contend that} 
there is little, on the face of it, 
which could fairly be placed in the 
category of “high-class classical 
music,” using the phrase in the 
sense it was doubtless intended to 
bear of what .is intricate and 
without easily recognizable tune. 
On the other hand four sets of 
selections from musical comedy 
have been played, if we include 
Gaiety Echoes, and a very large 
number of waltzes, marches and 
two-steps. The balance of the 
programmes has been chiefly made 
up of overtures or extracts from 
operas which might be said to strike 
a middle note between the very 
grave and the very gay, Fra 
Diavolo, William Tell, Martha, 
Cavalleria Rusticana and Tutti in 
Maschera. In such music there is 
certainly no lack of melody, nor 
indeed of variety in the whole 
record. So far as possible the 
Band is never permitted to play 
the same piece twice in a month ; 
and that principle is not merely 
recognized generally but demanded: 
at least we may suspect that there 
would be many more complaints, if 
the same programme were too 
often repeated, than are now excited 
by an occasional tendency to miss 
the right touch of — popalarit 
But to achieve the requisite vai 
tion from week: to week, it is 
obvious that the Band must keep 
a large répertoire of music in 
continual practice. None of this 
music, however easily performed, 
can be given in public without 
previous rehearsal : and since the 
most devoted apologist of the light 
and joyous in melody may occasion- 
ally weary of popular airs, though 
he hears them, perhaps, no more 
than once or twice, it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that the 
musicians also may feel an 
occasional need of relieving the 
daily diet of waltzes and two- 
steps with something deeper 
and of a more lasting appeal. 
‘The ground of complaint is not that 
they should indulge this longing, 
but that they have indulged it a 
trifle too freely. It is possible 
that our correspondents were un- 
Jucky in the moment they chose 
for entering the Garden ; that they 
would have been better pleased by 
staying longer, or on another occa- 
sion. If this were the case, and 
we merely hazard « suggestion, it 
still remains that there will have 
been a hundred others in a similar 
position who did not make their 
complaint public. 

Of all the tastes about which 
there is no disputing, music is, 
perhaps, the one in which contro- 
versy may become most scornful. 








Fortunately in the present instance 





there is question neither of contro- 
versy nor of scorn ; but on the one 
hand 2 perfectly legitimate sugges- 
tion and on the other, as we have 
reason to believe. it 
anxiety to meet it. 
general standard of musical appre- 
ciation in Shanghai is, if anything, 
above the average was fairly shown 
by the success of the winter con- 
certs, and there is no doubt that 
the new productions promised for 
next season will be listened to 
as eagerly as those that are 
already familiar. But there is a 
wide difference between the indoor 
and the open air concert ; nor is 
it surprising if the great extremity 
between summer and winter in 
Shanghai should increase our per- 
ception of that difference. Tt must 
be frankly recognized that the music 
which an audience will hear gladly 
in winter and in the Town Hall 
does not respond to their sense of 
fitness when they stroll in the Public 
Garden for tho chance breeze of 
summer evening. As has already 
been shown, the directors of the 
Band have tried to introduce a 
compensating lightness into their 
programmes. Unfortunately their 
ideas of lightness do not appear to 
coincide with those of the audience: 
ind here we might venture the 
uggestion that if the audience 
were more liberal of its applause 
where its emotions are stirred, the 
bandmaster would have such a 
means of gauging the popular taste 
as enabled him to provide the 
charming programme with which 
the winter concerts were brought 
to u close. It is dangerous to try to 
express our correspondents’ mean- 
ing in definite terms, but pos- 
sibly some revivals of old melodies 
—the operettas of Gilbert and Sulli- 
van, the early musical comedies such 
as the Geisha, The Shop Girland The 
Artist's Model, Offenbach and Au- 
dran—might go far to meet whats: 
general nomore thanavague,but un- 
deniable sense of dissatisfaction. 




















CHINA’S 

OPPORTUNITY. 

Suly 21. 
Ix the illuminating story of the 
ruin of the Grand ‘banal’ an able 
correspondent sounds this morning 
‘a timely note of warning that 
should not be allowed by the 
Chinese authorities to pass unheed- 
ed. After a tribute to the master 
minds that planned the canal and 
carried the scheme into execution, 
the writer tells of the conditions to- 
day which make it “a standing cer- 
tificate of official incomy ee and 
incapacity.” Where the canal is 
not actually dry, it has dwindled 
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to only a small proportion of its 
former size ; tributaries are wholly 
choked up or diverted without) 
authority in some other direction ; 
embankments that ten years ago 
showed no visible defect now con- 
tain gaps as large as a three chien 
building ; channels that served to 
drain off flood waters are silted up 
and useless. So long as the canal 
was used to tribute rice, spas- 
modic and half-hearted efforts were 
made to keep it in a condition that, 
would not lead to the permanent! 
stoppage of the imperial traffic. 
- Now that this rice reaches Peking 
by other routes, the inceutive even 
to tinker with the Grand Canal 








has gone, and untended its con- 
dition must grow rapidly worse, 
‘until it become in lieu of a benefit, 
a grave source of danger to the 
provinces through which it rans. 
‘Tho care of the Grand (anal, 
however, is but one item in the 
comprehensive scheme for the con- 
servation of China’s natural resour-' 
ces which should even now be 
engaging the attention of the best 
brains in the Empire. Daring the 
last few weeks the tale of havoc 
and misery wrought by the terrible 
inundations that have visited so. 
many parts of the country has been 
steadily growing, and for the 
moment it is impossible to feel sure 
that the floods which caused the 
disastrous famine in Kiangpeh in 
1906 may not be equalled this) 
season. When the damage is done, 
all classes of Chinese are actuated 
by a common spirit of generosity ; 
many lakhs or crores of dollars are 
‘forthcoming for the relief of the 
sufferers, and money is squandered 
with the same improvidence with 
which it was withheld beforehand, 
when judicious expenditure might’ 
have ‘verted the calamity. The 
funds thus raised can only be re- 
rded as unproductive expen 
jiture; whereas a like sum 
devoted to the purpose of pre- 
venting floods would be an invest- 
ment from which the Empire 
would obtain advantages that no 
ion would be able to 
5 yultaneously the reverse 
ot the picture has been described 
by our correspondent in North 
rest Shantung. There the abseace 
of rain has prevented the sowing of 
grain and the planting of cotton, 
and the condition of things is 
almost as serious for the inhabitants 
as if they saw their crops under 
ten feet of water and their houses 
washed away. Our correspondent 
adds, “There is a dim recognition 
of what appears to be a fact, that 
the climate is undergoing 2 stealthy 
and an omirfous change for the 








together, the land is dead.” The 
theory does not altogether lack 
confirmation from the experience 
of other parts of the world. If 
indeed the life-giving moisture is 
to be withheld in part or the 
evenness of its distribution to be 
seriously disturbed, then is it 
all the more incumbent upon China 
to lose no time in preparing for 
altered conditions. In the face of 
threatened economic disaster de- 
liberations on the code of rules by 
which Provincial Assemblies are to 
be regulated seem wondrously out 
of place. Each flood, each famine 
adds to the national unrest, which, if 
not checked in time, will make even 
constitutional government appear 
to the people as unsatisfactory 
inadequate to their present cir- 
cumstances. 

The Chinese authorities have yet’ 
to learn what has, after all, only 
recently been fully taken to heart! 
by western nations, that the con- 
servation and proper use of the 
country’s natural resources con- 
stitute the fundamental problem 
which underlies almost every other 
problem of the national life. With- 
out an adequate material basis no 
constitutional reforms can satisty 
or have any permanent effect upon 
the nation. (renerations to come 
will think but little of their fore- 
fathers who, while contesting over 
forms of government, have ignored 
the truth of the adage that “ what 
is best administered is best.” No 
administration can be considered 
successful that has failed to hand 
down to posterity the natural re- 
sources of the country amplified 
and developed. Judged by this 
standard it is to be feared it the 
present dynasty and above all the 





of floods and famines. By meansof 
such a scheme a definite step would 
have been taken to. pluce the 
material prosperity of the nation on 
a more permanent basis than now 
exists. The wrangling of politicians 
will bring litte boneft to the 
countless thousands whose lives are 
spent on the border line of star- 
vation. To provide them with 
enhanced means of livelihood will 
entail a considerable accretion to 
the general content of the Empire, 
Their standard of living will be 
improved and with it will come the 
superior intelligence which is 
essential to the profitable enjoy. 
ment of constitational privileges. 








CROWDS AND 
HOLIDAYS. 
July 22, 


THOsE who live abroad and only 
return to London from time to 
time, with their powers of obser- 
vation sharpened by the inter- 
mittence of their visits, may be 
struck by nothing so much as the 
increasing numbers of people who . 
apparently have no other occupa- 
tion than ‘to assemble in crowds for 
the Parpose of seeing what may be 
seen. Nor is it only in London 
that this change in the customs of 
the age is noticeable. The holiday 
season begins ; every station is 
besieged hy merrymakers pushing 
and straggling for special trains ; 
every country and seaside resort 
is thronged with visitors ; and we 
reflect, a little selfishly no doubt, 
that in bygone days holiday making 
was far less obtrasively frequent, 
and that there is no peace or se- 
clusion left us. With these 








present reign fall far short of the 
traditional ambitions of China’s 
rulers. Since the days of the great 
famine thirty years ago it would bo 
almost idle to look for any attempt 
to recognize China’s dependence 
for her ultimate prosperity upon her 
waterways, much leas for a planned 
and orderly development of this 
section of her natural resources. 
The Grand Canal, as we have seen, 
has rapidly become but the phantom 
of a monumental work : the water- 
ways that once fed it are silted 
up ; its embankments are in auch 
hopeless disrepair that they offer 
no protection against floods, and 
indeed could not perform their 
original task, if the canal were 
restored to its former proportions. 
A more effective preparation of 
China’s millions for the grant of 
constitutional government than the 
establishment of restricted provi 
cial assemblies would be the

thoughts it is interesting to hear 
what Mr. John Burns, who may 
certainly claim to understand the 
spirit of the age, has lately been 
saying about “the spirit of the 
horde.” The moment for his 
speech was appropriate ; a Whit 
Monday on which the number of 
excursionists leaving London was 
estimated to surpass all previous 
records. The occasion was signifi- 
cant; for Mr. Burns was visiting 
the estate of the Ealing Tonants, 
Ld., for the purpose of openinganew 
recreation ground ; and this under- 
taking alone is worth some atten- 
tion as a sot-off to the crowding 
tendency observable in other direc- 
tions. Seven years ago the estate 
consisted of but nine houses. At 
the present time it owns property 
to the value of £80,000 and is 
adding to it at the rate of £20,000 
annually. No house which it 
controls exceeds a rent of 17s. 
6d. a week, the average is not 
above 6s. 6d. or 7s, Be it 
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further observed that the new 
recreation ground is in no case to 
be open for what Mr. Burns de- 
scribes as the “ gladiatorial specta- 
cles ” of the professional football 
or cricket field. Any of the 
tenants may pitch a wicket or set 
up a lawn tennis net as fancy 
moves him and the convenience of

Mr. Burns could imagine no better 
gag than a home, a 
garden and the good old-fashioned 
(@ strange word once from Mr. 
Burns) English games such as 
tennis, bowls, cricket and quoits ; 
all that the Ealing broyeti ees 

ing to preserve for the individual 
etd A ‘erweade the individual to 
practise. Apologists of football 
cup-ties will retort upon Mr. Burns 
that the creation of every pro- 
fessional football team is invariably 
followed by the appearance of at 
Jeast two or three amateur clubs. 
Opponents of the public system 
base their opposition on the fatigue 
and positive suffering it inflicts 
upon the women and children, 
whom Mr. Burns aprears most 
anxious’ to include among the 

- amusements of their men-folk. 
Finally it must be confessed that 
the remedy advocated for the ills 
of the crowd i: unattainable 
by more than a limited number 
of the population. ‘What, however, 
Mr. Burns is entitled to claim is 
that that number increases year by 
year, stimulated by the whole 
tendency of recent domestic 
legislation snd helped by such 
undertakings as that of the Ealing 
Tenants’ estate. A continual move- 
ment of the population from the 
‘centre outwards is visible year by 
year ; a decline in the population 

















‘of twelve Central London boroughs: 
a corresponding increase in the po- 
pulation of the outskirts ; a growing 
appreciation of the virtues of space 
and fresh air. If it is true to 
assume that who lives in a crowd 
thinks in a crowd, such movement 
is a hopeful sign for the future 
individualism of the race. 

To some extent it may be 
questioned whether the over- 
whelming omnipresence of the 
multitude is in reality so much 
more conspicuous now than it has 
ever been. There are more people 
in the world and fewer empty 
spaces. But in bygone days there 
was certainly more urban over- 
crowding than is now permissible 
under the benignant rule of local 
councils, and far less tendency to 
resort to rural solitude for annual 
holidays. Indeed the root of the 
trouble would appear to be tliat 
holidays, which were once a rarity, 
confined to those whose whole 
existence was a perpetual holiday, 
‘are now the undisputed privilege 
of the humblest worker. This and 
the increased facilities of travel 
have brought the crowd into 
existence in regions whore it was 
once undreamt of ; and the Cascas 
of the world who once fled to the 
Alps or Italian Lakes for refage 
from the “chopped hands” and 
“sweaty nightoaps” which they 
so much dislike, now spend the 
same money in fleeing after, or 
before, big game in East Africa. 
By-and-by, it may be, the“ chopped 
bands” will follow them there also, 
and then Casca’s only refuge will 
be to stop at home. But in the 
meantime, perhaps, that outwardly 
moving tendency already noted will 
have provided most of the crowd 
with the houses and gardens which 
Mr. Burns so eagerly aspires for 
it and the crowd in turn will have 
lost its inclination to wander.

THE TURKISH 
ARMY. 


July 23. 

Tue intelligence that widespread 
dissatisfaction, finding expression 
in some quarters in open mutiny, 
‘exists in the Turkish army is likely 
wo prove of more general interest, 
than might at first be supposed. 
It may be thought that any addition 
to the state of chaos and laisse: aller 
that normally characterizes Turkey 
in Europe would mean little to the 
outside world at this juncture ; but 
itis obvious that the situation is 
materially altered when the army 
becomes affected. The power of 
the Osmanli was won by the sword 
and must be held by the sword ; 








and, in spite of official corraption

and inertia, the fact that in the 
resort Turkey had a reliable army 
to esponse her cause has made her 
the crux she has ever -been in 
European politics. For it must 


not be overlooked that the Tur- 
been 


kish army has 
formidable. It 
Musulman and in 
fanaticism to which it was liable, it 
has never lost its reputation asa 
sober, obedient, enduring and war- 
like force. Its present condition, 
as revealed by the events of the Inst 
few weeks, may well strike dismay 
among official circles in Constan- 
tinople, by whom the Young Turk 
party is probably feared more than 
any combination of European 
Powers. The secession of the army 
from its unquestioning loyalty to 
the Uommander of the Faithful 
would, unless checked, constitute a 
more disintegrating factor in Tur- 
kish history that the partition 
of this or that portion of the 
Ottoman Empire among Greeks, 
Servians and Bulgarians, 
Sixty-five years ago the Turks 
introduced conscription and in- 
augurated a fitting military organ- 
ization of army corps, divisions 
id brigades, At the outbreak of 
the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 the 
resoarces of the Porte amounted to 
a effective of 140,000 men, 
capable of increase to 237,000 men 
in war. These numbers, however, 
proved insufficient, and by a strik- 
ing effort Turkey contrived to put 
into the field, from first to last, no 
Jess than 750,000 men. One of the 
results of that campaign was the 
reorganization of the Turkish army, 
which after tentative measures in 
1880, was entrasted two years later 
toa German officer. From 1886 
the work of military organization 
in Turkey bas been associated with 
the name of General von der 
Goltz, to whose able administration 
and untiring efforts must be at- 
tributed the high standard now 
attained by the Turkish land forces. 
To-day the nizam, or active army, 
numbers 570,000 ‘men ; the redi/, 
or reserve army, has an approxi- 
mate strength of 470,000; and thus 
the Sultan has at his disposal over 
a million trained men, two-thirds 
of whom have passed from three to 
four years with the colours and the 
remainder nine months, while an 
additional levy would provide 
370,000 men who have been sum- 
marily drilled during training 
periods. Already fifty per cent of 
the officers are school-trained, and 
in view of the complete system of 
military instruction now obtaining, 
the proportion, which has risen from 
fifteen per cent twelve years ago, 
should be rapidly increased. The 
basis of army organization is terri- 
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torial, the Empire being divided 
for the purpose into seven com- 
mands with headquarters res- 
pectively at Constantinople, Ad- 
rianople, Salonika, — Erzingjan, 
us, 
addition to the local districts of 
Tripoli and Hejaz. To each com- 
is assigned the duty in time of 
ing one nizam army 
corps, two redi’ army corps and 
one army corps of militia, and in 
peace time cach district has a 
complete nizam army corps and 
the cadres of four divisions of 
redifs. Finally the organization 
of the three arms is normal, while 
the excessive strength of the active 
army corps in cavalry and artillery 
enables it to supply the reserve 
army in these branches. 
inough has been said to show 
that from a general point of view 
military organization has been 
carried out on serious lines in 
Turkey. As it has existed up to 
the present the Turkish army con- 
ited a force to be reckoned 
, and if actual conditions had 
corresponded with the master pur- 
of General von der Goltz, 
Turkey would be an exceedingly! 
formidable Power. The circum- 
stances of the Ottoman Empire 
necessitate the constant movement! 
of troops. Experience thus 
gained by the active army would 
stand it in good stead in hostilities 
on a larger scale, while the! 
gradual extension of railway vom- 
munication is removing one of the 
obstacles that has hitherto pre- 
vented Turkey from displaying in 
modern war her considerable latent 
strength. Bat in dealing with the: 
army as with all other dopartments| 
of State in Turkey, large de- 
ductions have to-be made from 
paper computations on acconnt of 
official indolence and corruption.

THE BRITISH 
NAVY. 
~* July 24. 


Wire the publication of a new 
volume of “ Brassey’s Naval An- 
nual” those who are interested in the 
upkeep of Great Britai 
supremacy pause, as it were, and 
take stock of the condition of the 
fleet. It must be confessed that 
after perusing the pages of the 
current number, even pessimistic 
critics will have little fault to find 
with the state of the navy at the. 
opening of the year 1908. Our 
fleet is well 
standard, with sixty modern battle- 
ships, and 105 effective craisers, 
against the largest possible two- 
Power combination of fifty-seven 
battleships und seventy-six cruisers. 
Thus, if it were certain that the 
status quo would be maintained, we 
should have nothing to fear. Un- 
fortunately, it is impossible to stand 
still in naval matters, and though 
from an economical point of view 
this is much to be deplored, the 
nation must be prepared for greater 
expenditure, if even the two-Power 
standard is to be kept up. A year 
or two's neglect in these days of 
international competition would 
result in a complete change in the 
balance of naval power. We have 
now to com with formidable 
shipbuilding rivals in America and 
Germany, and though Congress 
checked the President’s naval am- 
bitions, Germany continues to 
strain every nerve to render her 
maritime forces as invulnerable as 
her army. If we had not Mi. 
McKenna’s recent assurances to 
the contrary, a glance at the fore- 
cast of the ptobable shipbuilding 
programmes of the Great Powers 
up to 1911 would convince the 
reader of “ Brassey’s” that by 1911 
Germany will have added’ seven 
powerful battleships to her fleet 
against our five, though it is trae 
that we have building, or projected, 
four powerful cruisers of the In- 
flexible type, which are aspirants to 
battleship rank. We are never- 
theless glad to see that naval 
construction has been so far

tions that were formed of her. 
e principal drawback of this ship 
and of others of the same class, is 
their tremendous draught—in sea- 
going trim they draw 30 feet of 
water—and the consequent difficul- 
ty of docking them, should they be 
injared to such an extent as to give 
them a few degrees of heel. In 
fact, Lord Brassey states that many 
naval officers would prefer to take 
their chances of battle in vessels of 
the Lord Nelson type—a statement 
which is difficult to understand, 
until it is pointed out that on many 
days of the year it would be im- 
possible to see, much less to hit, an- 
other ship at the extreme 0 
of the Dreadnought’s guns on the 
seas around the British coast. On 
such occasions the Lord Nelson, 
with her lighter and more rapid 
armament would not be at any great 
disadvantage vis-i-vis a battleship 
like the Dreadnought. The arm- 
oured cruisers have received a valu- 
able addition to their ranks in the 
shape of the Shannon, Minotaur and 
Defence, whose main armament con- 
sists of four 9.2 in. and ten 7.5 in. 
gans. The two former made 22.49 
and 23.01 knots respectively on 
their fall power trials. Three 
vessels of the Invincible class, which 
experts consider to be too large 
and costly to be used for most of 
the duties of cruisers, while their 
rotection would 
isadvantage in 
the battle line, are well on their 
way to completion, and when ready 
are expected to have a speed of 
twenty-five knots. Like the Dresd- 
nought, they are equi with 
turbine machinery, and their main 
armament, which consists of eight 
12 in. guns, is but little inferior 
to that of the latest battleships. 
The most remarkabl wpe trial of 
the year was that of the destroyer 
Tartar, which covered 233 miles 
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oa a six hours’ run, or an_averaye 
of 35.36 knots. The Tartar is 
fitted to burn oil fuel, and, her 
displacement being nearly double 
that of previous destroyers, she has 
not inaptly been described as a 
“destroyer of destroyers.” It is 
a matter for satisfaction that, 
although later than some other 
Powers in building submarines, 
Great Britain has now fifty-nine of 
these craft built or building. The 
latest type has a displacement of 
313 tons and a surface speed of 
thirteen knots. Germany alone of 
all the great naval Powers now 
regards submarines with scepticism. 
One of the most remarkable 
featares of 1907 was the improve- 
ment in the speed of torpedoes that 
was attained by heating the air used 
to propel them, ‘The results of this, 
experiment are so striking that they 
are worth recording :

Dark ramonrs are now 
aflost that cholera has broken out. 
One can only hope that this is not true,

much frightened .and the prieste are 
reaping the benefit of the scare. 


“OUR LOCAL NEWSPAPER.” 
‘Some months ago a daily new 
was started in Kueilin, rd wan heved 
by the local railway promoters and 
subsidized by the Governor. The aim 
was to supply a cheap paper which 
would edacate the people up to building 
railways and to this end long articles 
appeared daily, demonstrating the use- 
fulness of railroads to all classes of the 
community, But, sad to say, the paper 
became a promoter of scandal. Certain 
persons and cliques were held up to 
ridicule, aud were even mentioned by 
name. The climax was reached when 
the Taotai at the head of the Provincial 
School was wade to provide sport for 
the readers; some private and domestic 
matter was the chosen theme. The 
indignant Taotai immediately reported 
the affair by telegraph to the Governor, 
who at once brought the exis 
our “daily” to an end. This affsir 
was much to be regretted, for if it had 
kept free frow such things the paper 
undoubtedly would have done much 
towards informing the people on certain. 
important matters. It was supplied 
daily for twenty cents per month—not 
expensive ! 
A URUTAL MURDER. 


An unusually brutal murder was 
committed here a few days ago. It 
appears that a man and his wife came 
up to the city bringing a fat pig for 
sale, This business being completed, 
the woman pocketed most of the money 
and leaviog her busband to make a few 
small purchases, started on her home 
ward journey. Her village lay « fer 
miles outside the East gate, and ar all 
her life she had been accustomed to pass 
along that road, she little expected to 
encounter any danger on such a fre 
quented highway. Three other country 
momen were cutting grass by the rosd 
side, and in some way they had got t 
know of the sale of the pig and of the 
unnsnal amonnt of money carried by the 
other woman, They waited till she was 
within sight, and then suddenly sprog 
upon her ; with tiger-like ferocity they 
bore her to the ground, and as quickly 
1s they could deal them struck fearful 
blows upyn her head, with the sharp 
knives they had been nsing in cuttig 
grass. Then one wowan, more fiendish 
than the rest, plunged her knife into 
the writhing body, when the frit 
part of their devilish work was over. 
‘There remained the robbing of the body; 
this was also speedily performed, aud 
they retired to divide their spoil. S000 
afterwards the poor husband came along 
and found the dead body of his wife ; in 
spite of the dreadful shock the sight 
gave him, he seems to have been « man 
of nerve, for qnickly calling another 
inan to his help, be ran in amongst the 
limestone bluffs near by to search for 
the murderers. Alas for their ses 
their tongues betrayed them, for they

In 
‘one place we saw our neighbours digging 
a drain right scross the mud floor of 
their dwelling-house to let the water 
from their back garden escape into the 
street. But ina very short time most 
of the flood water had passed over, and 
thongh it has kept on raining, the 
farmers have not wuch cause to complain, 

On the other side of the Yangtze 
things are worse. Not only is the rail- 
way interrupted, but the sudden rising 
of the waters led to another freshet on 
the Han that did some damage; not, 
happily, anything like the disaster in 
the Spring.

The Viceroy is said to be really 
in earnest in his endeavour to 
sappress opium smoking, at any 
rate amongst’ the officials. Certain 
of the officials have been set aside 
to report on their fellows. All officials 
who smoke, or who fail in their duty in 
carrying out the anti-opium regulations, 
are to be reported, and should the 
inspectors themselves fail to do this 
they hare been told that they meod 
expect no preferment, but will be ruth- 
lessly shut ont of official employment, 
In the city the opiam dens have long 
been closed, but the opium shops seem 
to carry on as flourishing a business as 
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ever. The result has been that many 
bad characters have removed to Hankow, 
where the dens are still open. Apart 
from these removals, the closing of the 
dens has not had much effect 
diminishing the amount of opium 
smoked. A Chinese police officer 
remarked to me that the closing of the 
dens hed given him extra trouble. In 
the old days, when a bad character was 
wanted, the police knew where to look 
for him ; but now the opium dens bad 
gone they had often to make a long 
‘search. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the old days of Chang Chih-tan, 
Wuchang had « record in the’ 
matter of Government schools. Things 
have changed, bat it is only fair to eay 
that it is doubtfal if een Chang coold 
have kept things right. The initial 
mistakes consisted in starting large 
boarding schools without a sufficient) 
staff of good teachers, and in starting 
schools that could only be carried on 
at great expense to the Government. 
Cash soon ran short ; the Government 
asked the stadents to pay and at once 
lost most of their pupils, This year 
the schools have been half empty, and 
from all we can hear the discipline has 
been very bad. Instead of the students 
boarding in the college, they have been 
left to make their own ‘plans for board 
and lodging with local innkeepers, 
simply attending classes for three or 
four hours a day at their school. When 
the students felt inclined for a holiday, 
they simply took one, The two Mission 
Schools in the city continue to be 
crowded with students, The largerof the 
two, Boone School, now called Boone 
College, has nearly, if not quite, 300 
students. We hear that a further 
enlargement is anticipated and that 
Boone College may grow to be called 
Boone University. The Wuchang 
igh School, outaide the city, has over 
one hundred studenta and in spite of 
greatly increased accommodation has 
still to refase applications. ‘The good 
discipline of the Mission Schools i 
perhaps, more than anything else the

than any Government school has ever 
thought of charging.

Last week was Ascot week ; next 
week comes Henley Regatta; and the 
interval between these two great carnivals 
is recognized by the fashionable world 
‘as the height of the London season. So 
far it bas been a time of glorious weather 
which gives fair promise of lasting; and 
thus the great social events of the week 
have been of the most brilliant character. 
On Saturday some seven or eight 
thousand guests attended their Majesty's 
garden party at Windsor, and the occa- 
‘sion was all the more interesting because 
our present King and Queen, while

Frankan on the ostensible ground that 
his subscription was in arrear, and his 
mother in consequence of her quarrel 
with a lady member of the Committee 
and of her having, as alleged, wilfally 
acted prejudicially to the intereste of 
the Club. Mrs. Frankan denied the 
latter charge, and declared that ber 
uarrel with the lady member of the 
Gommmittee consisted solely in her 
taking action to defend a sister 
whom the lady bad slandered. Mr. 
Frankaen’s defence was that as bis 
mother had been in the babit of spaying 
his subscription he was not aware that 
it was overdue, and that when 
attention was called to the fact he 
immediately tendered a cheque.

I beg to inform you that the Governor- 
General and Governor of this province 
memorialized the Throne on the subject 
of the estabishment of the Yue Ning and 
Yue Soo Gorernment banks, and the 
notes issued by these banks are of com- 
mon use for paying land and grain 
taxes, Customs and likin duties, salt 
taxes and any official payments. As 
regards the notes of the Sin Ch’eng 
and other Limited Banks, the. Govern- 
ment banks, in reply to my inquiry, 
inform me that they are at 
the market rate; and as regards the Sing 
I Bank, the Government Banks have 
no relations with 

According to tho treaties with the 
several countries, the Customs duties 
mast be paid in ready money, and no 
bank notes aro spoken of. ‘The ques- 
tion ‘whether the notes issued by the 
Government banks now established must 
be ‘or not rests, therefore, 
open to discussion and my office cannot, 
enforce too much restriction in this

Banks informed the export merchants 
that their bills drawn on Europe would 
henceforth be credited to them only 
‘on Mondays, and seven per cent interest 
charged on’ paynients against same:

“Nontu-Curxa Dairy News,” 

Sin,—I venture to address you 
because I am greatly indebted to those 
who have kindly called the attention of 
the public in connexion with th oe 
tion of “Cruelty to Children.” Apart 
from the fact that children are compelled 
to work at such an age that they are 
strictly forbidden in any other civilized 
country, and that boys not older than 
12 or 14 years are already pulling 
ricshas in the Chinese Settlement of 
Nantou und Simun, I think I may 
mention that children of between 5 
and 8 years of age are always found in 
the Settlement walking or enjoying 














themselves in the middle of the streets, 
where they are fully liable to be killed 
by the trams, motor-cars, carriages, 
ricshas, or other vehicles. OF course 






it as * Cruelty to Children,’ 
parents of the poor little chaps know 
only too well that their young ones are 
always in danger, fully attributable to 
any incident. 

Therefore, I recommend that if » 
Society is to be organized for the 
“ Prevention of Cruelty to Children,” 
it may be added as one of the para- 
graphs that “should any child of from’ 
to 8 years of age be found in the middle 
of the street by itself, where there are 
trams, motor-cars, carriages, rieshas, or 
other vehicles passing by, the parents 
or elders of the child should be tbe 
t punishment or a fine of |.

THE PIECE-GOODS TRADE. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nortu-Carsa Dairy News" 

Sir,—Some lotters appeared in the 
North-China Daily News a few mouths 
ago on the Shanghai Piece-Goods trade, 
and if you consider the subject of suff- 
cient importance I will thank you to 
find space for the following observa- 
tion: 

It is generally understood that the 
very bad conditions which have prevailed 
Intely and partly still prevail are not 
only due to a decrease in the purchasing 
capacity of the people of China, but also 
and largely to reckless overtrading on 
the part of many foreign firms in 
Shanghai. 

‘That the demand for some classes of 
cotton piece-goods in China has fallen 
off is not open to doubt and is easily 
accounted for by various causes such ss 
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the depreciation of copper coinage, the 
high cost of rice and the fall of 
Therefore if goods had not been imported 
in excessive quantities during the last 
eighteen months, if the market had not 
been overstacked with most classes of 
piece-goods—especially the class known 
as“ fancies"—we shonld be passing 
through one of these unavoidable years 








of depression which periodically occur] suggest 


in all trades in all countries ; but we 
should not have experienced the disas- 
ters, the wholesale Chinese failures, 
which will make 1908 forever memorable. 
Owing, however, to the overtrading 
which bas taken place, many importers 
have had and still have to face unheard- 
of losses on goods bought by them on 
speculation as well as on a considerable 
portion of the goods ordered for account 
‘of Chinese dealers, who, having entered 
ts quite out of pro- 
portion to their means,-are unable to 
carry out their contracts. It is idle to 
attribate this state of things to dis- 
honesty on the part of these dealers. 

















whom they were dealiog with, an 
was well known that most of the native 
dealers in piece- particularly 
those who made s speciality of fancy 
piece-goods—had little money about 
them and would not be able to face 
losses such as have since occurred. 
These people have been induced by 
import firms and their shroffs to buy, 
bay and bay again, and it is childish 
on the part of any foreign merchant, 
who allowed his business to be pushed 
in this way, now to pat the blame on 
his buyers. Nothing is 90 easy in 
China as to induce people with little 
means to enter into forward contracts 

ich, if the market tarns favourably, 
them a handsome profit and if 
he reverse takes place leave somebody 
else a big loss. : 

ust at present everybody ix careful, 
The number of Chinese piece-goods 
dealers who will survive the present 
crisis without debit balances in the 
books of several firias where they have 
taken up their goods “at market 
value" or in other words well below 
contract price, is not very large : 
not many of these will be able to stand 
another bad year. Therefore, there is 
reason to expect that in the near future 
no overbuying will take place. But 
memories are sometimes short, the 
Teseons of 1908 will soon be for- 
gotten, and if business methods are not 
changed there is no reason why a few 
years hence we shall not see a repetition 
of recent events. 

The excessive number of firms 
engaged in the picce-goods trade in 
Shanghai, the high working expenses 
of most of these firms, the consequent 
necessity to do business in order to 
cover these expenses aro all factors 
which encourage the tendency to over- 
trade.

But 
there is no reason why the banks should 
not agree on a system of much stricter 
conditions in financing imports than 
has been in force sv far. It is no secret 
that the excessive purchases of Man 
chester goods, from which the Shanghai 
market is now saffering, could not 
hhave been made if the local banks had 
not opened too large credits and given 
extraordinary facilities. If it had not 
been so gaey to finance, our picce- 
goods trade woald not be ia such a bad 












tance, exnont the banks 
ay drafts on Shanghai 
of a longer usance than 3 months’ sight 
‘and not to extend due dates more than 
2 months at a time, each time obtain- 
ing drawer’s consent ax well ax 10 
per cent margin. If this rule 
were strictly enforced many firms would 
become more particular in the xclection 
of their dealers aud the tendency to bay 
too much would receive an effectual 
check. Everything depends on the 
banks acting together and making a 
hard and fast rule of coming back upon 
the drawer ax soun ax the required 
margins are not put up, 

Tn the case of credits opened by 
China firms in favoir of their own 
home offices, where consequently there 
is only one name on the bill, why should 
not the banks limit these to at mont! 
90 per cont of the value of the goods, 
thus forcing these firms to pay at least) 
10 per cent out of their own pocket ?

Tam uot attempting to lecture the 
banks on what they should or should 
not do in their own interest, which 
judging from the big dividends most of 
them pay they are well able to take 
care of.

The Department Investigating the 
subject of Constitutional Government 
Hsien-chen-p'ien-te’a-kuan) has re- 
ceived the Imperial sanction to ite 
suggestions as to the establishment of 
Provincial Assemblies thronghout the 
country.

8 Provincial Assembly die, his place ix 
to be filled by © member of that. body 
elected by the others. The numbers of 
‘8 Provincial Assembly are to be limited 
by the amount of its grain tax and the 
number of the graduates attaining 
literary degrees allowed by law at exch 
provincial examination. ‘That is to say 
that as the province of Chihli pays the 
most grain taxes and has the largest pro- 
portion in literary graduates, it is to 
be allowed to have 140 members in the 
Provincial Assembly. The provinces 
of Chinese Turkestan and Heilung- 
kiang being the smallest in both respects 
are to have only thirty members in their 
respective Assemblies. Kiangsu is to 
have 116 aud (hékiang 114, The 
Manchas’ members from Peking are to 
join the Chihli Provincial Assembly 
and will amonnt to ten extra representa- 
tives on that Assembly. The Man- 
chus in the provinces follow the same 
tule, (joining the assemblies of such 
provinces as they belong to with the 
addition of from one to three repre- 
sentatives as the case may be). Tho 
members to be sent to join the Parlia- 
ment in Peking are to be determined 
by the high provincial authorities who 
shall have the power of veto as to who 
shall not be sent from the provinces. 
Members of the Provincial assemblies 
are to be at least twenty-five years of 
age. As to qualifications they must have 

connected with educational entor- 
prises for at least five years, or have 
ted froti the middle schools of 
either China or abroad. They may also 
be selected from amongst the Masters of 
Arts or first class licentintes of the 
country or retired officials of the 8th 
and 9th grades providing such have not 
been denounced to the Throne or 
cashiered at any time during their 
career. Furthermore any respectable 
‘and proper person with a business 
capital of at least $5,000 may be 
eligible as a member of the Provincial 
Assembly. Those who cannot be 
elected to the Assemblies are officials 
‘and their secretaries of the provinces 
they sre in; officers of the regular 
Army; instructors of the military 
academies and officers of the gendar- 
meric. Evil characters, opium smokers 
and those who have been imprisoned for 
breaking the laws are also prohibited 
from entering the legislature. No person 
who has been elected to an Assembly 
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will be allowed to decline unless he he 
really incapacitated by illness or pre- 
vented by serious matters from leaving 
his home. Members may be re-elreted 
after serving their terms of office in 
the assemblies. . An assembly has the 
power to denonnce to the high provin- 
ial anthorities any official guilty of 
varie and dishonesty, and to denounee 
ahi

BURGLARY AT THE 
I. C, POST OFFICE 


‘A gang of Chinese made a daring 
attempt to rob the Chineso Imperial 
Post Office at about 1 a.m. yesterday 
morning, but owing to the prompt 
action of Mr. Theodor Konig they 
were interrupted and did not succeed 
in securing any plunder. It is thought 
probable that the men entered the 
building by a door that 

the delivery of mail, unt 
night, and secreted themselves until all 
was quiet. A watchman is on duty 
during the night on the ground floor, 
but he neither saw nor heard anything 
of the intruders. Mr. Kinig is the 
only foreigner who resides upon the 
premises. ‘That night he retarned home 
at midnight and after looking over the 
Premises retired to bed in his apartment 
on the second floor. About half an hour 
Inter he heard a door being shut and 
knowing that the Indian ought not to 
be moving abont upstairs, he got up 
and proceeded to ascertain the cause. 
‘When nearing the sccountant's depart- 
ment he heard whispering voices, bat 
could see nothing as the whole interior 
of the building was in darkness.

LAW REFORM IN 
CHINA. 


By Josern W. Rice. 

‘The incentive which powerfully at- 
tracts China towards a sweeping reforu 
of her system of laws, extending even 
to a discussion of constitutional amend- 
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ment, is the hope that such reform 
way have the effect of hastening the 
surrender of extraterritorial rights in 
Chins. Hence the problem of law 
reform will be approached with this 
end in view, and no scheme of reform 
will be acceptable which does not place 
this consideration above all others. 
Consequently it will be necessary, like 
Japan, to clear at a single bound the 
chasm which separates juric semi- 
barbarism, with its paternal-patriarchal 
rales and. procedure, from the modern 
rules of Western municipal law, making 
it the more difficult to utilize any exist- 
ent methods, however serviceable thei 

retention might be, which in Western 














‘As is to be expected from the in 
herent simplicity of the subject the 
criminal law of China differs not very 
greatly in essence from the criminal 
Jaw of modern countries. In fact, the 
shrewd and capable manner in which the 
Chinese law defines and penalizes those 
fundamental crimes against the com-

js subject on which the native 
sagacity of the Chinese and of the 
foreigner meet on common and level 
ground, neither being handicapped by 
lack of knowledge or backwardness in

‘The quality of justice which 
is the fruit of a legal system does not 
depend upon the law's substantive 
rules, but depends almost entirely upon 
i tration, Human life is 
and the humane Anglo- 
inal cases requiring 











proof beyond a reasonable doubt. would |j 


be looked upon as itself unjust in Chin 
‘The administration of criminal law is 
extremely severe, but this is believed to 
be a necessity. Nevertheless, it is at 
least doubtful whether more actual 
justice ix accomplished in the adminis- 
tration of Chinese law than in the 
administration of 
highly civilized 
procedure and the academic spirit of 
technique, which utterly blights the 
administration of American critninal 
law, and exercives # perversi 
upon the administration of law in all 
civilized countries, in China has no 
existence. Furthermore, we of the 
West write off to the account of 
humanity a world of veritable injustice 
(none the less injustice because erri 
‘on the side of leniency) which in C 
is unknown on account of the implacable 
characteristic of legal administration. 
The drafting of a sot of rules of the 
substantive Iaw for China should not 
be a difficult task. Japane.e pro- 
fessors in the Tokio University per- 
formed the task in the case of the 
present Japanese Code by simply keep 
ing before them the new German Code 
‘as a model. While of course the work 
may be performed well or ill according 
to the character of the supervision 
ll there is little scope to 
g provided adherence is 
had to modern legislative standards.

instances such penalties should he sub- 
stituted by a right lo seck redress by 
civil action merely. It ix remarkable 
how many writers anid publicists who ns- 
sume to speak with anthority con-| 
cerning China have fallen into the 
egregious error of presuming that 
China’s penal code is synonymous with 
Western penal codes and embraces 
merely the criminal law! The patent 
fact is that in the patriarchal legal 
system of China civil offences are 
penalized in identically the same fashion 
‘as criminal acts and hence are included 
within the so-called Penal Cod 
With the qualification that crue! and 
unusual punishment 
should be done a 
punishment now in use China should 
be retained, except that possibly the sub- 
stitution of hanging for strangulation 
might bea useful concession to Western 
humanitarianism. Corporal punishment 
(the bamboo) should emphatically be 
adhered to as a punishment for which 
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of civilization, the rules of municipal law 
approsch now very near to a common 
bamane standard of equity and jastice, 


there exists no substitute in efficacy. 
There should be no fear of Western 
ridicule, for Western ridicule in such a| 
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i|of Japan. Certainly the 





case can spring only from Weatern 
ignorance, since the whipping-post as a 
punishment tends to gain in favour and 
has been re-introduced into some of the 
most civilized of modern legislative 
‘communities. 

The one barbarous accompaniment of, 
Chinese criminal procedure in dispensing 
with which the greatest difficulty will 
be experienced is the tortare-chamber. 
During the last two decades more than 
‘one Imperial Edict has been issued 
reciting the our with which this 
administrative expedient is viewed and 
bidding officials throughout the Empire 
to discontiaue its use in court proceed- 
ings. From most of the Provinces the 
rescript has been that it was as yot 
impossible to preserve order and 
administer justice without the use of 
torture. This is but another manifest- 
ation of the same practical fact which 
calls for the retention of ral 
punisbment. The fear which the inflic- 
tion of physical pain is able to instil as 
a preventive to crime has not as yet 
been substituted in China by the saner 
terror which only an alert, vigorous and 
stern administration of law will 
he able to inspire. Here we get « 
glimpse of the rooted fear of the yamén 
based on terrorization, which it will 
be « very difficult prol without the 
sacrifice of orderly sdministration, to 
dissolve into a wholesome dread, not 
superstitious or too overwhelming. 

To the draft of a civil code for China, 
the gravest difficulty which will present 
iteelf will probably be the question of 
the family law. Shall China retain 
those ancient patriarchal customs. 
which, on the one hand, are absolutely 
fandamental in her wonderful unified 
‘social scheme and which have made 
her the greatest breeding nation on 
‘ent but which nevertheless stifle 
individualistic expansion, the watch- 
word of progress, and withal totally 
segregate China from the universal life

For 
instance, a tremendous revolution could 
be worked in Chinese society by « very 
simple provision, namely, by fixing an 
age for the legal majority and emanci- 
pation of children, at the attainment of 
which the patria potestas should cease. 
By means of a few added similar pro- 
visions, it would be easily possible to 
rob the whole patriarchal system of its 
present vital power, leaving it a mere 
skeleton frame, such as the family law 
ishes of the 
people and the demands of modernity 
call for some reform, for example, such 
as the elevation and strengthening of 
the wife's status within the family, 
‘The authority of the mother-in-law in 
Chi veritable universal curse, just 
‘as the mere presence of that personage 
is an occasional nuisance amongst 
Western peoples. 

The enactment of an age of legal 
majority and emancipation from the 
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paternal authority would greatly belp 
towards clipping the extensive civil 
obligations of consanguinity, springing 
from residence ander one roof of various 
family lines. Thus the craving for 
greater individual freedom, the 
beginnings of which can be plainly dis- 
cerned amongst the Chinese, rebels 
against the rule exacting responsibility 
from brothers (for instance) for » 
brother's debts or delicts. The abro- 
gation of the most oppressive of these 
Tules would natarally follow the eman- 
cipation of adult children and. their 
habitual departure at majority, as in 
Western countries, from the paternal 
dwelling. 

On the character of the procedural 
ind the actual administra 
procedure, hinges pre- 
eminently China's hope and opportunity 
of taking and holding a high 
place asa juric nation” The task of 
Grafting a code of substantive municipal 
law which shall embody the basic prio- 
ciples of modern legal notions of equity 
‘and justice is easy compared to the duty 
of actual administration. Practically 
all civilized nations have laws of ap- 
proximately equal goodness, but only 
‘one or two countries of the world 
administer those laws with such success 
‘as to win the trast and confidence of 
the body of their own people. Hence 
the problem of procedure becomes of 
the utmost importance. Here China 
has one great advatitage—there are no 
lawyers in China, and this fact gives 
her free hand, unfettered by the claims 
of vested interests and unhampered by 
the selfish or jaundiced views of an 
interested class. The work of the court 
advocate in China, so far as there is 
fany demand for it and to the extent 
permitted by the discretion of judges, is 
performed by the law-secretary, who 
prepares the case of his client, but fur- 
ther than this has only 8 quasi-official 
standing in the hearing of the case, and 




















is tolerated or not as the judge feels} 


disposed. The court work which the 
law-secretary performs, however, ix sure 
to increase. Hence this anomalous 
fanetionary might easily be substituted 
by a small number of Government Ad- 
yocates, say two foreach court of im- 
portance, for whose services litigants 
should pay the court very small fee, 
which could be made much smaller than 
that exacted even by the law-secretary. 
‘The object aimed at would be to aveid 
the factitions creation of a large pro- 
fessional class, for which there has never 
arisen an economic need in China. 
‘This plan, it is believed, would be 
peculiarly suitable to the needs of China, 
because it is an approximate approach 
to the old law-secretary system now in 
vogue. 

‘Should Chins sueceed in the estab- 
lishment of the system of Government 
‘Advocates suggested, the Utopian 
novelty of it eald for once win for 
‘a Chinese institution the interested 
respect of the advanced civilized world, 
and actually place China, to this extent, 
in the unprecedented position of blazing 
‘a way in the path of universal pro- 
grees, instead of following as she does 
in so may waye, a thousand years or 
more in the rear. 











China's need of a new Code of Laws 
is especially noticeable at the treaty 
ports, such as Shanghai. In these 
cities, on account of the greater severity 
of the present Chinese law and the 
extensive ramifications of its patriarchal 
mandates, Chinese living side by side 
in the same settlement with foreigners 
‘are subjected to a stricter and more 
wide-spreading set of obligations. For 
example, according to Western law, 
criminal carelessness can in 0 
event be predicated except upon 
an injury to the person of another, 
careleseness involving damage to pro- 
perty being the basis only of a civil suit. 
Yet Chinese coolies in the Shangl 
Settlements are often convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment by the Mixed 
Conrt for carelessness the result of which 
is merely damage to the property of 
another, this other being usually ® 
foreigner. It is unjust and oppressive 
that Chinese should be subjected to ® 
higher responsibility than the foreign- 
ers who live side by side with them in 
the same Port. 














THE RUIN OF THE 
GRAND CANAL. 


It is a familiar remark that the two 
great triumphs of engineering in old 
China were the Great Wall and the 
Grand Onnal, 
essays have been written on 
inutility of the one and the superlative 
nsefulness of the other.

Under white leaders the negroes have 
succeeded in making the most sensa- 
tional attack on the administration and 
the Taft candidacy which has been 
delivered since the campaign began. 
Some of the coloured people are natural- 
born orators and they have learnt the 
art of politics from long study and under 
the goad of neglect. 

‘THR SOCIAL SIDE. 

But there is another side to the

THE 
PAN-ANGLICAN 
CONGRESS. 


I. 

On Tuesday morning, June 16, 
the Albert Hall, the subject of “The 
Church and Human Society" was. 
taken np. It was a gathering of several 
thonsands over which the Bishop of 
‘Montreal, who was sccompanied on to 
the platform by the Archbishop of 
York, presided. The special phase of 
the subject discussed was “ Marriage 
in Christendom” and Canon Tuck 
‘ot Canada, was chosen to open the 
proceedings. He spoke of the high 
place that marriage held in that coun- 
try; of how the clergy could not 
celebrate marriage with a deceased 
wife's sister; and how divorce was 
almost unknown. But he confessed 
that disintegrating influences were at 
work and fenred the possible outcome 
of the inflax into the country from the 
United States. The Bishop of Albany, 
who followed, hoped that instead of the 
States corrupting Canada, Canada 
would correct the States. He showed 
that, unsatisfactory as the state of 
affairs had been there in regard to 
marriaze and divorce, the time was ripe 
for reform. The united forces of 
religion were at work to effect it, already 
with some messure of success as seen 
in improved legislation in forty-one 
out of forty-five of the States in the 
matter of causes for divorce. The Right 
Hon. G. W. E. Rossell was the last 
selected speaker, Mr. R. W. Burnie 
who was also on the list, having been 
prevented from attending. A vigorons 
and interesting general _discnssion 
followed, each speaker confining himself 


























to some special point after which the 
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chairman closed the meeting with a few 
words abont the (Canadian General 
Synod’s decision—to come up for 
endorsement next September—forbid- 
ding the clergy t, perform the marriage 
ceremony for divorced people. 

There was rather a smaller audience 
at the afternoon meeting in the Albert 
Hall the same day when the question of 

Marriage feathendom" = wax. 
disenssed, bat there was no diminution 
in interest in the proceedings, although 
it expressed itself in anxiety to leara 
what had to be said on a difficult subject 
rather than in eagerness to take part in 
‘the discussion. This diffidence extended 
‘to the selected speakers, who chose 
rather to read papors than to deliver 
impromptn addresses, and was manitest- 
ed, so far as their hearers were concern- 
ed, in such a reluctance to send in 
names for participation in the general 
discussion that the meeting had to be 
brought to a close before the appointed 
time. 

The Archbishop of Melbourne 
occupied the chair. The firt of the 
selected speakers was the Bishop of 
New Guinea. Like those who followed 
him, he preferred to present » plain 
statement of facts in regard to local 
marriage customs than to advance 
opinions and to suggest solutions for 
the problems involved. Marriage in 
the heathen villages of Papua was a 
purely business arrangement, devoid of 
sentiment and terminable at will, It 
was not a pretty picture the Bishop 
‘drew of marital relations, but the view 
of marriage ax a life-long tie was, he 
said, steadily growing. Government 

Inence, Mission teaching, and ge 
llage opinion were bringing about a 
higher view of marriage. 

Archdeacon Monle, of Mid-China, 
testified to a similar change oowing 
‘over the people with whom he was 
thrown into contact, but the most 
interesting feature of his addrowe was 
the evidence it afforded of the high 
ideal of motherhood that had inspired 
the Chinese.

Nobody had s better hearing than 
Canon Farquhar, a colonred cl 
of Sierra Leone, sent out to the mother- 
land of West Africa from the West 
Indies, where he was born. He pleaded 
most earnestly for consideration and 
patience in dealing with peoples in an 
elementary stage of development. The 
Rev. Egreton Ryerson, of Matsamoto, 
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Japan, a missionary of the (‘anadian 
Church, also spoke, and the Chairman, 
in summing mp, ably brought ont the 
doints of the disenssion, regretting that 
there were not more to carry on the 
debate, bat recognising the need for 
more knowledge, and confessing him- 
self only a learner.

Others speakers who took part in the dis- 
cussion wore the Rev. W. Brews, the Rev 
Canon Murray, the Rev. I. J. Cowden 
Cole, the Very Rev. the Dean of Water- 
ford, the Rev. B. Ryerson (Japan) and 
the Rev. L. B, Radford. 

‘The Chairman, apeaking on the 
erolution of religions consciousness, 
































said they were concerned with trath 
which, by whatever conrse, had now 
become known to them, and they were 
assured—and it was their highest duty 
to live by the assurance—that what 
they now knew abont God and His 
mind, and about man and his destiny, 
had always been tho truth abont God 
and His mind, and man and hi destiny. 

At the afternoon meeting held in 
the same Hall, the Rev. J. A. Nairn 
np. spoke on "Tho Procean of 
Revelation or Conversion.” Ax to 
revelation, he remarked that it was’ 
now widely recognized, in opposition to 
iden formerly held, that the grandest 
and most sublime of Divine revelations 
hhad beon made through human media 
and from time to time they were re- 
minded that those media were bat] 
human, and there seemed to be a com- 
plete tendency to widen the limits of 

elements. With regard 
to conversion, the speaker said that 
while not donying the existence of 
sudden conversions, they appeared to be 
justified in the belief that some, at least, 
wore gradual. The Rev. A. L. Lilley 
had what he might call its phenomenal 
aspect and that it was according to 
this aspect alone that we could make 
its certainties known to each other, or 
even in any vital manner to ontselves ; 
that this development of revelation was 
both conceptional or formal, and spiri- 
taal or vital. 

‘The Rev. Profesor Caldeott 
Southwark) gave a summary of 
se written by the Rev. C. C. J.

A hearty welcome 
was extended to the members present 
by the chairman, who drew attention 
to the aim of the Congress, namely, to 
open the way to a fresh, concerted, 
statesmanlike advance all along the 
Church's line, The invited speakers 
of the morning were the Rev. Dr. 
J. O. F. Murray, the Rev. C. H.

‘The general discussion which followed 
was opened by the Bishop of Salisbury, 
who spoké of the importance of paren- 
tal guidance in leading men into the 
Ministry. Canon Petit thought it 
should be a part of every  clergy- 
man's work to be — continually 
looking ont for men who  scemed 
to have gifts for the Ministry, 
while the Rev. Cyril Bickersteth ex- 
pressed the belief that there was really 
no lack of candidates, bat a great lack 
of machinery for providing education 
for them.

The mectings of Section D. (“The 
Church's Mission in Non-Christian 
Lands”) began in Caxton Hall 
on June 16. The Hall «vas crowded 
with a representative audience, which 
showed its appreciation of the many 
interesting speeches by heartily ap- 
plauding the principal points made by 
the speakers. Bishop Ingham, the 
chairman, delivered the first address on 
“The of Christ on the Church ” 
He emphasized the fact that the * non- 
Christian” world still meant half of 
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the human race. “The Rationale of 
Foreign Missions” was the subject 
dealt with by the Rev. S. A. Donald- 
son, who gave some reasons why 
the Gospel should be carried to non- 
Christian countries. - Mrs. Creighton, 
who dealt with “the claim of Non- 
Christian Womanhood,” that the 
necessity for the conversion of the 
women, if the race were to be converted 
had become an axiom in all missionary 
utterances. “The Claim of the Non. 
Christian World as Realized in Chin 
was put: before the meeting by the 
Bishop of Western China who urged 
that if the non-Christian world had 
any claims mpon the Church, such » 
vast population as that found in Chi 
must bave s most urgent claim upon it, 
‘The most cordial reception given to any 
speaker was reserved for Bishop James 
Johnson, on rising to present “ The 
Claim of the Non-Christian World as) 
Realized in Africa,” He asserted that 
the claim of Africa upon the Christian 
Church for an extended evangelization 
of that Continent was very strong in 
view of the extent of the African Con- 
tinent, its teeming non-Christian in- 
habitants, and the comparative small- 
ness of the territory that had been woo 
for Christ. The Bishop of Lahore 
introduced the last sabject dealt with, 
viz., “The Claim of the batted 
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pple fact that India had been com- 
mitted to the charge of this country, 
and had been made part of the house- 
hold of our great Empire. 

The Bishop of Yukon presided over 
the afternoon meeting in Caxton Hall, 
The subject discussed was “* Evangel 
istic Missions.” The first paper pre- 
sented was on “Pablic Preaching in 














Town” by Canon Cunningham. The 
Bishop of Madras dealt with the subject. 
of “ Village Itineration,” whilst the 
Assistant Bishop of Western Equa- 
torial Africa dealt with the question of 
the native Christian evangelist. A 
most interesting and well sustained 
discussion followed, after which the 
chairman briefly summed up the points 
of discussion and the mecting was 
bronght to a close. 

‘The afternoon meeting in the Council 
Chamber, Caxton Hall, Westminster, 
was devoted to the consideration of 
“ Educational Missions.” The Bishop 
of Uganda took the chair, and 
Canon Westcott contributed « general 
statement of the case, showing 
education, like other blessings, is liable 
to abuse, and that we cannot feel 
surprise if certain Anglo-Indians, as 
they contemplate the spirit of discontent 
that permeates the edncated classes in 
India, complain that higher edacation 
has been made unnecessarily cheep, and 
dissociate themselves from undertakings 
productive of such results. The Re 
W. E. 8. Holland dealt with the ques- 
tion from the point of view of direct 
evangelization and the Rev. E 
Barnett, from Chins, gave an optimistic 
presentation of the work in that country. 

“The Church's Mission to Christen- 
dom” was discussed at two large gather- 
rings in the Hoare Memorial Hall of the 
Church House—The Archbishop of 

















Toronto presided over the morning 
meeting when two main questions were 
considered ; first, “If a diocese be in 
sore need of clerical and financial sup- 
port, to what extent is the Church, 
situate in regions other than the country 
or province to which such diocese be- 
longs, responsible for supplying that 
need?" and, secondly, “Is the short 
service system, whereby clergy are lent 
for a term of years by one diocese to 
another in greater need to be com- 
mended?” ‘The Chairman, summing 
up the discussion, said speeches for 
the most part had taken the form of| 
narrations of experiences, which was 
hardly what had been asked for. How- 
fever, the speeches had certainly not 
been in favour of the short-service 
system, becanse it was thought that too 
much wonld have to be learnt and un- 
learnt. On the other point, there had 
been valuable saggestions—a great 
deal jhad been rightly said about the 
Teakage which took place when people: 
‘crossed over. He believed that trans- 
fers were given by the clergy at home 
to the settlers, but that the latter 
fortunately did not present the 
There certainly was x necessity for 
instracting settlers that their duty was 
to support the Church, and to en- 
deavour in the absence of a clergyman 
to carry on service and worship. 

The Archbishop of Brisbane pre- 
sided at the afternoon session, when 
the Bishop of Perth (Western Austra- 
lia) opened a discussion on “T' 
Chareh at work among the settle 
‘camp, mine and hut, in the Australasian 
The Bishops of Auckland and 
the Rev. Douglas Ellison, 
Mr. E. Bourdillon and Canon Winter 
took part in the proceed 
Chairman, in summing up, 
that whereas America and Canada had 
gone definitely against the short service 
system at the morning session, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, in the after- 
noon, had given evidence in favour of 
it. He desired to add his testimony 
to the latter view. The five years’ 
system was simply the essence of the 
Church in Australia at the present 
time. He noted, however, that there 
had not been a single dissentient voice 
all day, with regard to the responsi- 
bility, of the Mother Church towards 
dioceses in the Colonies in sore need of 
clerical and financial assistance. But 
he hoped the time would come when s. 
native ministry would be strong enough 
not to need help from the 
Church,

Yarn Market Report dated Shanghi 
Taly 20, 1908 :-— 

Bar Silver kept fnirly steady round 
243d. during the early part of the 
period under review, but the tendency 
‘at the close has been towards easier 
rates owing chiefly to the absence of 
support from India. There is no back- 
bone to the Silver market, the stocks 
both in India and China being ample 
enough for several months’ require- 
ments, and the situation as at present 
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does not warrant a change of any 
magnitude or permanence until the 
India crop prospects can be ascertained. 
The exchange rate on India shows s 
drop of two pointa, the latest quotation 
for T.T. being 181}. 

There is no interest round the 
Auerican Cotton market which is sag- 
ging under the influence of ideal crop 
accounts from the Cotton belt and the 
absence of demand from European 
spinners, consequent upon the dull 
pi trade, Mid-American is 
to-day quoted at 6.124. 

Bounay Yarw.—The market has 
ruled exceptionally strong and active 
during the interval. A continuance of 
te vigorous demand advised in our 
foregoing circulars, accentuated by 
strong cables from Bombay, has resul- 
ted in highly encouraging turn-over 
again this time. In their eagerness to 
fill orders dealers have unreservedly 
acquiesced in the terms of sellers and 
paid the fancy prices demanded, the 
consequence being that there has been 
an appreciation of Tis. 14/2 in most of 
the chops lers are hard to deal 
with. The aggregate of sales is 
returned as 10,000 Bales accredited 
to the following buyer

2,500 bales, Chefoo and Tsingtao 2,600

The demand for No. 12s. has 
not been as brisk as before. Some 


good business, after a long interval, has 





been done in No. 168, yarns owing to 
their cheap rates compared with those 
of Japanese and Local Spinnings, 
Except in the instance of a few picked 
chops taken by Northern ports, there is 
not much strength noticeable in No 
20s. as Szechuan merchants, with their 
usual shrewdness, would rather await 
developments than operate at. sellers’ 
idess. 

This brisk demand from the North 
has imported considerable relief to 
stocks which are to-day estimated as 
low as 25,000 bales compared with 
100,000 bales on the same date last 
year. Clearances leave nothing to be 
desired. 

Cables from Bombay point to s 
strong and excited market there. Ship- 
‘and speculators, it is reported, 
have indulged in farther purchases 
exceeding 15,000 bales, sending up 
ices Rs. 3-4 per bale, The sales by 
Mills during the last 4-5 weeks reach 
the enormous figure of 60,000 bales. 

Our market closes strong ; and while 
there is less doing at the moment, 
holders, nevertheless, rigidly maintain 
their notion of higher prices. The 
Northern ports have nearly completed 
their purchases ; but Szechuan mer- 
chants have yet good orders to fill and 
fare only awaiting a lull in the present 
hardened situation. 

Japan Yarn :—Some good inquiries 
from Tsingtao and Newchwang in the 
beginning of the fortnight aided by 
favourable news from Osaka, bare 
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caused a sharp advance in rates here, 
and business has been done to the 
extent of 2,000 bales at an apprecia- 
tion of Tis. 3/34. Although importers 
are unwilling sellers even at this 
advance, the situation looks top heavy, 
and dealers are chary of operations. 
The market closes firm, with hardly 
any business passing. Unsold stocks 
8,000 Bales.

The particulars filed were :— 

‘The plaintiff has suffered damage by 
breach of contract by bill of Iadi 
dated March 25,1908 to goods shipped 
on buard the defendants’ ship Braemar 
for carriage from Glasgow to Shanghai, 
signed by the defendants’ agent, the 
master of said ship. (2) The bill of 
lading was endorsed by the plaintiff, 
tw whom the property in the goods 
passed by said re-endorsement, (3) 
the said goods conxisted of 500 eases of 
candles, all of which arrived at Shang- 
hai in a damaged and unmarketable con- 
dition owing to negligent stowage by 
the defendants. 

‘The defence was as follows : 

1.—The defendants deny that there 
was any breach of the contract as alleg- 
ed or at all, 

2,—The defendants deny that the 
yoods were damaged as alleged or at all. 

3.—The defendants deny that the 
stowage was negligent. 

4.—The other allegations in the 
particulars of the claim herein are 
admitted.

He submitted that 
there was no ambiguity in the wording 
of the bill of lading Citing the case of 
Baerselman v. Bailey, (L. R. 1895, 
Q. B. p. 301) he contended that it 
was clear that stevedores appointed, 
employed, and paid by the owners 
were within the description of “other 

the service of the owners on 
yy other vessel.” He aleo 
referred to the case of the Torbryan 
(L. R. 1903, p.35) where damage 
was done by the negligence of the 
stevedore's men, and it was held that 
the socident was caused by the neglig- 
ence of the shipowner's servants. 

Mr. Home pointed out that in the 
case of Baerselman v. Bailey there was 
a difference in the wording of the 
bill of lading. He cited the judge- 











ment of Cozens Hardy, L. J. 
in the case of Nelson vr. Nelson, 
(1. K. B. p. 769) in which the Judge 





said that it should have heen within 
the power of the shipowners to express 
their meaning clearly, and, if they 

to free themselves from liability, 
to make their intentions perfectly clear. 
Counsel also quoted Carver on Car- 
ringe by Sea (3th Ed. pp. 96, and 123) 
on the rale that the interpretation must 
be against the shipowners. 

In farther argument on the meaning 
of the clause it was pointed ont that 
the punctuation in different copies of 
the bill of Inding was not the same. 

‘Mr. Home contended that “other 
persons” did not inclade  stevedores, 
tnd it could not be anggested that they 
were persons employed in the wervice of 
the owners of the vessel. Even apart 
from this point, connsel argued that 
the Court could find in favour of plain- 
tiffs on the ground of ambiguity. There 
wax a very large candle trade in 
Shanghai, and if the decision were in 
favour of defendants the whole trade 
would be rained.

‘An inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the death of Alexander 
William Cameron, late chief engineer 
of the str. Taisang, was opened at the 
Mortuary and afterwards continued at 
Police Court. 

‘William Hall identified the body. 
Witness was ship-mate with deceased 
on the Taisang. Deceased left the 
ship about the middle of last week and 
he came to Shanghai. Witness saw 
deceased on Thursday last when he took 
quarters in the same house. Witness 
faw Cameron on Sunday morning at 
815 wiren he went into witness's 
yom. Deceased was then all right in 
appearance. He, however, complained 
ot having slept badly for ® 
fer nights, Leceased was not 
a very temperate man, — Since 
‘Thursday last he remained at home 
ott of the time and lived « tem 
Iie, Daring that time witness did not 
eo deceased at all the worse for liquor. 
Witness believed that deceased had 
brothers and sisters in Glasgow. 

William G. Smith, naval architect, 

‘that he knew decensed slightly, 
having met him for the first time on 
Thargiay last. Witness saw deceased 
daily antil Sunday when ho saw him 
aboot 8,20. Deceased then asked wit- 
hess to show him his way out of the 
house, he having descended by the back 
stairway; Witness was living in the 
tame house. . Deceased seemed to be 
jaa highly nervous atate on Sunday 

























Dr. Billinghurst stated that he saw 
deceased on Sunday afternoon st 4.45. 
Tt was impossible to state the canse> of 
death, On Mondsy morning witness 
made a post mortem examination of 
deceased and found that death was dae 
to heat apoplexy. 

Native P. 0. 500 gave evidence of 
finding deceased lying in the road at 
the corner of Minghong Road and 
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Det-St. Cruickshank said that 
shortly aftor nine o'clock on Sunday 
morning deceased was taken to the 
Station by P.C. 600. The man was then 
alive, bat in a very serious condition. 
Deceased was pnt into an ambulance 
‘and taken to the General Hospital, bat. 
hhe was fonnd to be dead on arrival at 
that institation 

The Coroner found that death was 
due to heat apoplexy.

A DISHONEST BMPLOYRE. 

A coolie employed by Messrs. Voelkel 
and Schroeder was charged with the 
theft of $110 worth of medicines from 
his employers’ premises, No. 37 Nan- 
king Road, at 2 p.m. on the 16th 
instant. 

"The evidence showed that the prisoner 
had n duplicate key to a cupboard in 
which certain medicines were stored and 
from time to time abstracted goods 
from the cupboard and hid them away 
to await an opportunity to remove them 
from the preinises. On the afternoon 
‘of the 16th instant he war canght in 
the act of removing the stolen property 
from the store. 

The prisoner was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment. 

A TRAM-CAR DRIVER IN TROUBLE. 

‘The motor-man of tram-car No, 42 
was charged with carelessly and reck- 
Tessly driving a tram-car along Nan- 
King Road at 8.55 p.m. on the 3rd 
instant, to the common danger. 

The prosecution was brought on the 
instigation of Traffic-Inspector Kinip- 
ple, who was a passenger in the car at 
the time of the accident. The evidence 
showed that a ricsha containing a 
foreign passenger wax proceeding along 
Nanking Road, with the tram-car 
following behind. The driver of the 
car gave the rictha-coolie no opportunity 
to remove his ricsha from the tram 
ronte, bat kept the car travelling at # 
fast pace, with the result that 
collided with the ricsha, damaging it 
‘extensively and causing its occupant to 
be thrown ont. 

The defendant was fined $15, $5

Yih Yih-sze, shopkeeper, Yih Ping- 
Kwang, shopkeeper, and Pao Sim were 
originally charged on « Mixed Court 
summons with gross carelessness. in 
allowing a fire to break ont on their pre- 
mises Nos. 77-78 Honan Rosd ; also 
failing to give an alarm and report of 
the outbreak to the Police on June 9, 
thereby endangering life and property. 
—As a result of the trial Yih Yih-sze 
was sentenced to four months’ imprison 
ment, Pao Sim was fined $5,000 and 
the case against Hih Ping-kwang was 








dismissed. An application for a re- 
hearing was subsequently granted on 
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the application of Mr. Fleming, who 
stated that he had additional evidence 
to tender. 

The re-hearing was begun on July 
16. Mr. G. H. Wright appeared for the 
proseention, Mr. G. D. Musso and Mr. 
W. 8. Fleming appeared for the two 
defendants convicted at the first hear- 
ing and also watched the case on behalf 
of the Sundry Goods Dealers Guild. 
Musso cross-examined Det.- 
Inspector McDowell. Witness suggest- 
ed that Pao Sim and Yih Yih-sze were 
guilty of gross carelessness. The 
carelessness was that a fire occurred in 
a room where there was no fire lighted. 
Witness did not allege that. these two 
men were guilty of gross negligence, but 
that they were responsible, If ordin- 
ary care had been exercised the fire 
would not have oecarred when it did. 
There was also negligence in not 
reporting the fire. Witness could not 
swear that the fire was not the result of 
‘an accident. Witness satisfied himself 
that a case onght to be investigated by 
the Court, before he brought it before the 
Court. Failare to give an alarm endan- 
gered life and property. The defendants: 
should have given 
they left the honse, It was not neces- 
sary to gi ‘alarm after the fire 
bell began ringing. In this case the 
bell-tower man could not have known 
of the fire before the inmates of the 
honse. Witnees questioned about twenty 
men on the morning of the fire, but he 
only took note of the statements bear- 
ing on the case. Witness had heard 
that the insurance companies concerned, 
alter a very ful restivation, 
had paid the claims of these people up 
to the -Inst cent. Witness had heard 
that it was a Cantonese custom to tie 
up the books at night. 

Mr. Fleming submitted that a prime 
‘facie case had not been made out, and 
the asked for the dismissal of the case 
on the evidence before it. 

Mr. Wright asked what it was 
the Court was to dismiss? The only 
thing he could think of was the re- 
hearing. ‘The Court had already con- 
victed two men of an offence, but on 
the application of the defendants and 
on their undertaking to produce further 
‘evidence the Court had allowed the case 
to be reopened. If the Court had 
convicted these two men it must follow 
that the prosecution had shown already 
prima facie case. It was for the

Witnesk was arrosted after he descended 
the telegraph pole and he was taken to 
the Centeal Police Station, ‘where. he 
was kept from 2 am, to 5 p. 
According to the custom of every 
Cantoneas hong the books were tied up 
in wbandle each night and carried to 
the lower hall. Witness and two 
others shared this task. Witness did 
not know how the fire started. 

Cross-examined—When witness got 
to the street by means of the telegraph 
pole, the Fire Brigade was at work 
and there was a great crowd. As soon 
as witness crossed the road he was 
seized by a native detective. When 
witness awoke the other three’ men 
who slept in his room had gone out. 

The next witness was  shroff in 
the employ of the defendants. When 
witness awoke he got up and left the 
building by the back stairway, which 
was just taking fire. He opened the 
back door and five or six persons wor 
oat. The books were usually kept in 
hall and witness saw an old coolie 
taking them out. As witness got into 
the road he saw two fire trucks oo 
alog. The previous witness and 
another young man descended by a 
telegraph pole and then the police came 
along and the streets were cleared. 
One man went to the manager's house 
to inform him of the fire. 

‘The Assessor asked how many more 
witnesses the defence proposed to call. 

Mr. ing, replied that he bad 
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‘The Assessor, after consultation w 
the Magistrate, said that the Court 
was of opinion that there was too 
much time wasted on these witnosses ;

I bave just returned from an itinera- 
tion in the N. E. corner of Kucichow, 
extending also into Hunan and Sze- 
ehuan, The jonrney occupied twenty-four 
days and extended over some 1,200 li 
through the territory of six Fa and 
‘one Chou. One notable feature of the 
whole region visited is the abnormal 
price of rice. We thought we had to 











py pretty stiff prices here for food these 
months—twelve to fifteen cash per 
bowl of best quality rice. But when we 
found it quoted at seventeen, eighteen, 
‘twenty, twenty-two and even twenty- 
five cash began to think we 
had got into the grey wolf's 
territory. Last year's rice was 
generally por. “Some tanay "of 
worm was prevalent which ate away the 
leaves and the grain did not matare. 
Then at reaping time general wet 
weather prevailed, so that much rice 
could not be gathered or was spoiled after 
gathering. Other crops were below 
normal also. In particular some dis 
tricts report a wholesale loss of sweet 
potatoes by rotting and as the poorer 
people depend on this for several 
months’ food, it is easily seen how thin 
loss affects food prices generally. The 
outlook for this year is not very promis 
‘ing at ptesent. Wheat is only » 
moderate crop ; much ground remained 
unsown laxt antumn on account of 
drought. And for some reason mach 
seed rice was lost and delay caused 
by the'seed rotting in the ground. In 
most places, too, the seedling rice is 
infested with the same worm which 

















caused such damage last year. Rain- 
fall has also bren very light this season 
and much land ix short of water. I

THR NATIVE BAssan. 


Both natives and foreigners through- 
out the week have been deeply inter. 
ested in the bazsar that has been 
arranged by the Chinese, in order to 
assist those who haye suffered from the 
floods. It has been an unexpected 
success, It cannot yet be known what 
the sam received will be, bat current 
ion amongst the Chinese says that 
it will not be less than $50,000. There 
has been an unusual amount of enthu- 
‘siasm, because it is the first of the kind 
ever held by the Chinese, and there 
fore there is s feeling abroad that it 
must be successful, and that foreigners 
minst see that they can be equalled by 
the natives. Then in addition to this, 
the object for which it has been arranged 
one that natarally touches the hearts 
and the pockets of the Chinese. 
In addition to the income from 
the bazaar, I have seen it stated 
that the Committee of the Tungwa 
hospital bas already received towards 
the central fund in Hongkong nearly 
$250,000. The Chinese in ge 
pore have been very liberal. ‘The third 
remittance received a day or so ago 
amonnted to $10,000. The \‘hinese 
popnistion indeed has done nobly. 
All this is in addition to what will be 
raised Canton. I saw a native 
gentleman bere yesterday who has been. 
sent down from Canton to study the 
operations in Hongkong, and he told 
me that they intend to follow the lead 
in Canton. Then there will be the 
spirit of rivalry, and there is not the 
least doubt bat that a similar sum wil 
‘be subscribed there, when the bazaar is 
finished. It is quite likely that the 
entire amount given by the Chinese, 
apart from what the Government has 
‘voted, will amount toa half million 
dollars. Still the money will all be 

and there is some talk that, 
when the dykes are rebuilt, there must 
be some better material used.

THE WELCOME TO 
JUDGE WILFLEY. 





The welcome extended to the Hon. 
Lebbeus R. Wilfley, Judge of the 
United States Conrt for China, on his 
return to Shanghai was marked by the 
most striking heartiness on the part of 
all who attended the reception in the 





Court Room yesterday afternoon ; and 
anyone having any donbt as to the 
feeling in this commaoity with regard 
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to Judge Wilfley and the work of his| 
Court in Shanghai io the past, would 
bave had that doubt dispersed the 
moment the Judge entered the room 
where his friends were assembled to 
greet him. The large Court Room was 
tastefully arranged for the occasion, and 
some fifteen minutes before the Judge 
arrived a crowd of business men and 
lawyers were awaiting him. Ho 
was immediately surrounded, and he 
must have felt that the grectings he 
received were thoroughly sincere and 
constituted an unmistakable demon- 
stration that the bulk of his country- 
men in Shanghai of whi walk in 
life have absolute faith in him. The 
Judge was, indeed, happy, and he never 
weomed to tire of wringing the bands: 
of old friends as they trooped in for 
quite an hour. American citizens, 
headed by the Hon. Obarles Denby, 
Consul-General, were prominent in the 
gathering, bat there were representa 
tives of many nations present inelading 
Sir Pelham Worren, «.c.m.c., Herr! 
Milvelay Kobr, the Shanghai Magis- 
trate, Mr. Y. C. Tong and wembers 
of the British Bar, all of whom had 
come to welcome Judge Wilfley back 
aud drank to his health and snocess. 
‘The informal nature of the gathering 
was strictly respected, inasmuch as no 
speeches were made, and the guest of 
‘the afternoon was unhindered in social 
intercourse with those present. In 
this regard the Committee of American 
citivens responsible for the reception, 
ilbert Reid, Messrs, 
» Le » Joho F. Seaman, 
Harry de Gray, T. RB. Jernigan 
and Geo. P. Godsey, made » boli 
departure from entramueling tradition, 
but in 80 ig laid Judge Wilfley 
and his numerous friends under a great 
obligation on such » hot afternoon. 

The United States Court for China 
will reopen in Shanghai on Tuesday 
next, Much has happened during the 
long recess to bring the Court and its 
administration prominently before the’ 
public mind in America ; and although 
the vindication which it has received, 
‘as the only result of the attacks upon 
it, has been sweeping and emphatic, 
the informal reception of yesterday 
provided a fitting and not superfluous 
finishing touch. From it we may hope 
that Judge Wilfley will derive the 
complete satisfaction which crowns a 
work conscientiously performed, when 
t receives general approval. 


THE HANYANG 
IRON AND STEEL 
WORKS. 


‘The first sod of the Hanyang Iron 
and Steel Works was broken under 
the suspices of Viceroy Chang Chih- 
tang of Hupeh (now Grand Secretary), 
in the 16th year of Gaia Knangsu, 
corresponding to the Christian year of 
1890. It would not be uninteresting’ 
to mention here thet the first lot of 
machinery 































‘and furnaces, which was 





ordered from England, by the above 
Viceroy, was intended to be put up in 
Canton, for he was then holding the 
viceregal chair of Liangkwang pro- 
vinces, but as he was subsequently 
transferred to Wuchang, he directed 
the shipment of the machinery to be 
sent to Hupeb and considering the fact 
that the magnetic ore of Tayeh is one 
‘of the richest in the world contain- 
ing sixty to sixty-three of metallic 
iron, the late Viceroy was certainly 
fortunate and rizht in the final selec- 
tion of this province for the erection 
of the Ironworks, thereby leaving only 
‘8 good coal mine to be desired in its 
vicinity to make it a place of perfection 
for manufactaring iron and steel. Un- 
fortunately no suitable coal for making 
coke could be found in the whole 
province of Hupeh, which fact was re- 
sponsible for the difficulties encountered. 
in the first stages. As to the site, 
the Iate Viceroy has often bea: blamed 
for choosing Hanyang, instead of Tayeh 
where the ore is, but he had his 
reasons, and it was only after careful 
deliberations that Hanyang, the present 
site was decided upon. It must be 
remembered that it is still an unsettled 
problem even in Enrope and America 
at the present day as to which is the 
most suitable location for ironworks, the 
market where you can have all’ the 
fecilities and advantages that w market 
offers, or to be near the raw material, 
where you ean hove everything right 
at hand and cheap. After the arrival 
‘of the plant at Hanyang, it took fully 
three years to have it installed and in 
the course of installation, many addi- 
tions were made, which were chiefly 
ordered from- Belgium. When tho 
Works was ready to operate, the late 
Viceroy was confronted with the 
difficulty of getting suitable fuel 
especially coke, for the Blast Furnaces 
and although he spent many hundred 
thousands of Taels prospecting and 
opening mines all over the province, 
they all turned out to be failures, so 
coke had to be shipped from distant 
Enrope and afterwards Kaiping. In 
the 22nd year of H. M. Kuangsu, an 
arrangement was made between the 
late Viceroy and Sheng Kung-pao that 
the latter was to take over the Work: 
as at the head of the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Co., and the Tele- 

hs then, he was deemed as the 
only man who could be entrusted with 
‘an enterprise of such a magnitude and 
‘what was more, the Tayeh ore mine 
‘was previously discovered by him when 
he was still a young man prospecting 
mines with a foreign engineer in his 
service. After Sheng Kung-pao took 
over the Works, his first care was to 
exploit for # rich coal mine and his 
object was realized in the discovery of 
the Pinghsiang coal field in the pro- 
vince of Kisngsi and bordering on 
Hunan, on which he then earnestly set 
to work at once with the result that 
‘the Pinghsiang coal mine is one of the 
‘most up-to-date coal mines of its kind on 
the surface of the whole globe. But 
able as Shang Kung-pso undoubtedly 
‘is, such afbighly technical institation as 
‘an ironworks proved to bea greater thing 
than be had bargained for. However, he 
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truggled on, till he was about driven to 
despair, when he was told that the success 
of bis undertaking was not beyond possi- 
bility, but that somebody must be sent 
abroad to make « thorough stady of 
the industry, in order to. introduce 
improvements into the plant then in 
existence and rectify the mistakes pre- 
viously made. Being « man of clear- 
insight, he saw the wisdom of the timely 
uggestion and finally, about four years 
ago, decided upon the sending of the 
present General Manager of the Works, 
Mr. V. K. Lee, « native of Kiangsu, 
to make a trip around the world, visit 
ing all the iron and_ steel industrial 
centres in America, England and on 
the continent of Europe. Mr. Lee was 
Assistant Manager of the Works before 
he went abroad and had taken great 
interest in his work. He brought 
‘with him all the raw materials and 
iron and steel made by the old plant 
and took as his technical advisers 
Mr. Thomas Bunt, w.1.08., who was 
formerly employed in the Kiangnan 
Arsenal aud while there erected the 
steelworks in that establishment and 
was also at one time President of the 
Shanghai Society of Engineers, and 
Mr. Gustavas Leinung, w. ®., the 
chief engineer of the Pinghsiang Col- 
liery. They together visited most of 
the leading ironworks in the United 
States and Europe on their trip and at 
the same time Mr. Lee had in raw 
materials and iron and steel products 
analysed and reported on by one of 
the foremost metallurgists of England, 
Mr. J. E. Sond, Bessemer Medallist, 
recommended to him by the Secretary 
‘of the Iron & Steel Institute in London. 
‘The report was most favourable, go it 
was decided to order a 
modern plant. which has now 4 
erected on the old site and the Works 
is in position to supply structural 
material of every kind for shipbuilding 
and architectural purposes and bridge 
work, besides rails and fastenings. All 
the steel is made by the Open-hearth 
(Siemens Martin) process, which the 
Works will be prepared to submit to 
tests in accordance with Lloyd's 
rales or those of the British Board 
of Trade or any other established 
roles, The new plant consists of 
three Blast Furnaces (one being ander 
erection), which can make about 450 to 
500 vone of pig iron a day, three Open- 
hearth Furnaces of thirty tons each, one 
old furnace of ten tons, one Metal 
Mixer of 150 tons capacity, one coggin, 
Mill, One Beam and ‘Angle Mill, one 
Plate Mill, One Gas Fire Soaking 
Pit for reheating ingots, ete., capable 
of rolling, say, 1,000 tons finished 
products a day of British Standard 
Sections, besides some other old mills, 
which are doing good service as auxilia- 
Ties side by side with the new machinery, 
so the only begs hes Works has to do 
to attain such a large output is to pat 
ia wee Els Fenn and Open. 
hearth Furnaces. Some of the makers 
of the new plant are Davy Brothers of 
Sheffield, Lancashire Dynamo and 
Motor Co., Daniel Adamson & Co., 























Craven Brothers of Manchester, Ro- 
berts of Birmingham, etc., of England, 
Gebrnder Klein of Siegon Dinglersche 
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Maschine of Zeveibracken, B 
hen and Kentman of Dusseldert, Maniel 
and Lueg of the same city and other 
well-known firms of Germany and We 
‘man-Seaver-Mergan Co.. of America. 
In addition to the complete plant, 
& Steel works enjoys 
stible snpply of fuel 
and ore ; [tis estimated that the Tayeh 
‘Mine by open digging only can supply 
‘one million tons of iron ore annnally 
for ahundred years and the Pinghsiang 
coal mine one million tons of good 
‘coking coal for fire hundred years, As 
to facilities for trausporting raw mater- 
iale, Tayeh, has line of railway abot 
fifteen miles in length and Pingbai- 
ang » line of sixty miles, both lines 
connecting with good waterways, by 
which the materials are then carried to 
the works by a steam lighter of aboat 
1,000 tons, besides"powerful tugboats, 
steel and other lighters. Jt would not 
be nninterestins to mention at thi 
stage that the Hanyang Works, Pi 
chsiang Colliery nnd Tayeh Mine have 
been formed by Imperial sanction 
recently into ® joint-stock company. 
Tn regard to the oumber of men the 
Tron-works employs over 3,000, inelud- 
ing x foreign staff of twenty with Mr. 
E. Ruppert as Technical Manager. In 
‘a word there is exery prospect of this 
province becoming the Pittsburg 
‘Middlesboroogh and Westphalia of 
China in the not very distant futare. 
Tt would not be ont of the way to state 
here that the two old Blast Furnaces 
now working make abont 6,000 tons 
of different grades of pig iron « month 
which is principally converted into 
steel. Before conclnding, it may be 
added that with the exception of the 
Rolling all the machinery ix 
driven electrically and of course the 
‘Works is lit icity throoghont. 
‘The electric generating plant is snp- 
fied by the Lancashire Dynamo and 
fotor Uo., and Bellis and Morcon, 
while the meters for the German part 
of the machinery are from the Siemens- 
Schuekertwerke. By the time the 
Works has fonr Blast Furnaces, it ix 
intended to use gas engines ntilising 
the surplus gas of the Furnaces, thereby 
reducing the first cost to» considerable 
extent and generating electricity to 
supply the demand of neighbouring 
towns. Lastly it may be mentioned 
that another works—The Yangtsze 
Engineering Works—partly capita 
lized by the Hanyang [ron and 
‘Steel Works and partly by pro 
minent native merchants, hax been 
established on the Hankow side for the 
construction of bridges, railway points 
‘and crossings, yy wagons, ete. 
Buildings are now being put up quickly 
‘on the newly acquired site below Seven 
‘Miles Creek and the necessary machi- 
nery plant has arrived and experts en- 
gaged. By the winter of 1908, the new 
"Works is expected to be in fall operation 
‘and will be one of the largest consnmers 
of the mother works’ products. 
In addition it may be so extended to 
produce 800—900 tons finished pro- 
ducts per day. The Ironworks to- 
gether with the Taych and Pinghsiang 
Colliery employ altogether about 20,000 
‘workmen. Besides there are in Hanyang: 





















































‘an arsenal that makes Mauser rifles wi 
cartridges and guns with projectiles and 
a smokeless powder and cracible steel 
factory with also Rolling Mills. All 
these establishments at Hanyang extend 
from the Yangtee River on the one side 
to the Han River on the other, a dis- 
tance of several miles. 














FRANCE AND 
CHINA. 





On June 18 Dr. G. EB. Morrison 
follows to “The 
already called stten- 
tion to the French demands for repara- 
tion on account of the recent natore of 
the frontier incidents. In view of the 
natare of the frontier between Tongking 
nd Yunnan and Kuangsi, the wonder 
is that troublerome incidents do not 
occur more frequently. Hitherto much 
forbearance and  self-restraint have 
characterized the relations on both 
sides. A serious question srose on 
June 22, 1899, when the French 
Consulate at Mengtze wax looted by 
Chinese rioters, and there was again a 
serious complication in the summer of 
1903, when the leader of the insurgents, 
who seized the city of Linanfu, was 
put to death by the Chinese after 
snrrendering on & promi 

the French Consal that his life woold 
be spared. 

The penetration of the French rail- 
way, considering the large numbers of 
foreigners of different nationalities em- 
ployed, has been surprisingly free from 
diplomatic incidents. In the 
of 1906 it seemed as ifs serious ques- 
tion might arise owing to the enormous 
mortality among the coolies bronght 
from the north of China to work on 
the French railway in the Namti valley. 
No adequate preparations had been 
made for their reception, and they 
died like flies, while the survivors, 
fleeing from the unhealthy valley, made 
their way on foot across China back 
to their homes in Shantung and C 
large numbers dying on the way 
leaving a trail of indizontion against 
France, though the French anthoritios 
were in no way respor None of 
these cases led to any disturbance of 
friendly relations. 

‘A review of the present situation 
shows that two courses are clear. There 
must be a cessation of the obstruction 
‘of French mining enterprise in Yun- 
nan province, the undeveloped resources 
of which are infinite : and it is essential 
that the railway to Yuonsn city should 
be continned across the province to Sui- 
fu, on the Yangtze river, its national 
terminus. Large numbers of trained 
Inbonrers are available for the construc- 
tion who will otherwise, after the com- 
pletion of the present railway, be 
disbanded, while China can surely 
secure terms for the consturction ss 
advantageous as the recent new railway 
contracts. The time is favourable, 
the desire for railway construction 
is widespread, and never since the 
‘Mobammedan insurrection bas Yunnan 
been 20 prosperous and contented—s 
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statement which can be affirmed in face 
of the reports of recent unrests. 

For these reports the Chinese them- 
selves are much to blame. They persist 
in exaggerating every local disturbance 
into a formidable rebellion. Indifferent 
tothe harm done to the good name of 
the country abroad, the Throne issues 
decrees rewarding the authoritios en- 
gaged in suppressing these so-called 
rebellions in terme which might be 
employed after victories as great as 
Makden. 


EXPLOITg OF SUN YAT-SEN. ~ 


Regarding the two recent rebellions 
of thix nature referred to in my 
telegrain of yesterday, in which the 
Chinese were quoted as complaining of 
the attitude of the French colonial 
anthorities, the facts are these. Both 
were frontier raids, both were organized 
in Tongking by Snn Yat-sen, both 
ended in « fiasco, and the light they 
threw on Sun Yat-seo’s capacity as an 
organizer of rebellion shoald finally 
extinguish his pretension to be = 
danger to the country. On December 
2 of last yoar the wretched forte at 
Namkasn, on the Kaangei fronti

armed braves. The raiders held the 
forte for seven days. The Chincre 
soldiers from Lungchan renecapicd 
them, and the. filibusters, who 
had lost three men Killed, fled back 
into Tonking and were interned by the 
French. Sixty, including the leader, 
have since been deported to Singa- 
pore. On December 4, San Yat-sen 
visited the forts, stayed there two days, 
and later left Indo-China and went to 
Singapore. 

In the more recent raid of April 29, 
the defenceless village of Hokan, 
opposite Laok’ai on the Yunnan {ron- 
tior, where the Tonking railway ends 
and the French railway up the 
Namti valley to Yunuan platean com- 
mences, was seized by a similar body of 
men under Wong Meng-tong, the 
second in coinmand of the Namkuao 
raid. His force, which was recruited 
in Tonkiog, cvusisted of fifty Kusngsi 
men armed with revolvers. The Hokan 
garrison consisted of twenty-three braves, 
who killed their military officials and 
joined the freebooters, and, being subse- 
quently joined by other lawless men to a 
total number of 200, advanced north- 
wards along the railway twenty-five 
miles. The raiders held Hokan, doing 
little harm, till they were driven back by 
local levies from Kaihnafu, on May 24, 











when they dispersed, retarning to 
French territory, and the second in- 
rection ended as ingloriously as thy 
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Two days later the French standpoint 
was set forth in “The Times” in the 
following message frow its Paris Cor- 
respondent :— 

T in in a position to put before your 
readers an authentic account of the 
French standpoint in the difficalty that 
has arisen between Paris and Peking. 
L make no comment and give no opinion 
of my own. 

My information is to the following 
effect. For several years past a stale 
of anarchy has prevailed in Southern 
China, and the revolutionary agitation 
carried on there has secared numerous 
adherents among the population and 
even among the civil and military 
als. Owing Lo the weakness of the 
Chinese Administration, if France, even 
without promoting the anti-dynastic 
movement, had remained neutral and 
adopted a laisser-faire attitude, the 
Southern provinces would soon fall into 
the hands of the reformers, all the 
more as the Chinese troops 
alternately frum “the regular army to 
the revolationary forces and rice rersa, 
as it serves their mowentary purposes. 
‘The French Government have, how- 
always taken care to prevent the 
importation of arms through Tongking 
and the formation of revolut 
bands on French territory, 
med rebels who either try 
a oF to seek refuge on th 
French side of the border. But in 
consequence of the length and character 
of the frontier this is a very difficult 
task, The revolutionaries when arrested 
re nt once disarmed and kept in 
custody. Over 700 of them, including 
a number of dangerous chiefs, ure at 
present in the hauds of the Frene 
France has, furthermore, appliod rigor- 
ous repressive measures to Chinese 
merchants at Hanoi guilty of entering 
into communication with the revola- 
tionariex at the cost of arousing great 
diswatisfaction among the (-hinese colony 
in Indo-« hina, which is entirely on the 
side of the reformers. 

Notwithstanding these valuable ser 
vices rendered to the Peking Govern- 
ment and the perfectly loyal attitude of 
the French, the Chinese proviveial 
authorities, in order to hide their own 
-earelessness and impotence, continue to 
send accusations to Peking as to the 
alleged assistance given by the Indo- 
Chinese Government to the rebels. 
France insists upon au inquiry, which 
will prove these accusations to’ be un- 
founded and show the value of the! 
assistance given by French troops to 
the mandarins in the frontier districts. 
Notwithstanding that assistanct, the 
Chinese local authorities manifest great 
ill-will towards the French on every 
occasion, patting obstacles, in the way 
of construction of the Yunnan railway, 
the exeention of contracts, ete. Nor 
does it prevent the central authorities! 
at Peking from indefinitely retarding 
the settlement of questions in which 
the rights of France are incontestable, 
and from refusing all concessions at a 
mouent when they agree to carry out 
‘old contracts in favour of other Powers 
and grant them fresh privileges. Even 
‘on the frontier the geuerous attitnde of 
France does not save her from the

‘An inquest was held to enquire into 
the circumstances surrounding the 
death of Alfred ether, which occurred 
on board the steamer Agamemnon on 
Wednesday evening. 

Dr. J. W. dacksuo, sworn, deposed 
that he made ® post mortem exami 
tion uf the body at ten o'clock yester- 
day morniny. ‘The deceased had been 

rong muscular well-built man. 
There were no sigos of any injuries or 
bruises on the body, but the liver and 
both kidneys were much enlarged and 
the mncaous membrane of the stomach 
showed signs of chronic indigestion, 
especially at the cardise end. On 
what he found witness was of oj 
that death was caused by. the exceasi 
quantity of alcohol taken by deceased 
immediately prior to his death, 

His Worship—Was there rery ranch 
alcohol in his. stomach ? 
nexs—There was not much of 
anything, I have preserved the con- 
tents in case your Worship wants them 

ined ; they are in the Health 
Office. 

His Worship—Death was cansed by 

alcoholic poisoning ?—Yes, There were 
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no other causes found by the examina- 
tion to account for death. The con- 
tents of the stomach would have to be 
examined to know if there was any 
other poison, but witness thought the 
amount of alcohol deceased was known 
to have imbibed was sufficient to 
have caused his death, especially in the 
present hot weather. It was quite a 
— thing for men who were chronic 
irinkers to die suddenly in hot 
weather. hihi 

His Worship—If you were to ex- 
amine the contents of the stomach would 
you be able to certify to the cause of 
death ?—I think so, 

‘You are not so certain now as you 
would be if the stomach was examined? 
—No. But if he took whisky to the 
extent of half or three-quarters of a 
bottle before his death, as is alleged, it 
would account for death. The only 
point is whether it was whisky be 
drank ; that is why I kept the contents 
of the stomach. 
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Mr. A. Rose, in charge of the Re- 
gister of shipping, sworn, said that at 
9 o'clock on the 22nd instant the second 
officer of the Agamemnon called at his 
honse and told him that A. Pether, 
‘who had signed on before witness the 
same day, had died suddenly. Witness 
went on board the ship, saw and iden- 
tified the body. As the vessel had 
already cleared for sea and was leaving 
at daylight next morning he held » 
Board of Trade inquiry in order to 
prevent delay. He examined under oath 
two officers and four members of the 
crew and it appeared that the deceased 
had drank three-quarters of a bottle of 
whisky between six and eight o'clock 
that ovening. Witness knew that the 
man had been an habitual drunkard

PIECE-GOODS. 
From Messrs, Innunt & Co.'s Weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, July 23, 1908. 


‘The market still continues quiet, but reports of the 
‘aley geeeally nw favourle acd withthe preset 
ly are wit t 
pall of hot weather, much of the damage supposed to 
have been done by the late rains is disappearing. Dealers 
anticipate a revival as soon as confidence in the 
probability of a good harvest is restored; many of them 
think that orders are being held back which will be 
placed before long; it is to be hoped that this more 
sanguine view is well founded and that o further 
reduction in stocks may take place. 

The Chamber id Commerce stocks for June 30 
have been published and in many cases prove to be 
appreciably over the estimate based on the December 
retarns; until all the figures relating to the period prior 
to the eod of the half-year are published by the Customs, 
it is difficult to account for the differences, but doubtless 
the latest returns are the safest basis to go upon. 

‘The general impression made by the Returns ax a, 
whole is, that while they indicate » welcome reduction 
on the figures of a year ago, they are still unnecessarily 
large. For many years the Shanghai trade has become 
secustomed to look upon heary stocks as more or less 
normal, bat it is obvious that if the trade as a whole 
carries stock, which is equivalent to the total consuinp- 
tion for an extended period, the loss of interest must 
neutralize much of the Fprotte niade on goods which are 
quickly turned over. In a great many cases stocks 
amount to 6 months’ consumption of the whole trade, in 
others to 12 months’ consumption and in one or two 
cases to nearly 2 years’ consumption. When demand 
springs up for some special commodity, the fact that 
there are heavy stocks of other goods, which are included 
under the same heading in these Returns, 
hho reason why the 5 17 in question should not be 
sopplisd, bat the lesson which recent experience onght 

to impress deeply upon the trade generally is that 
baying has been altogether overdone in the past, and 
that antil this is realized and until future operations 
fare regulated in the light of thix experience. no per- 
manent improvement need be ex; 

‘Auction sellers it is true do not pile up large 
stocks; if stocks are heavy and prices 
they sell, bat they do not at like pri 
tellera, they keep on selling on the same cals 
if their bammers brought them in an annuity ; 
the consequence is that -when the market is overdone, 
it gets no chance of recovery, and an artificially 
forced trade is carried on. 

‘The Committee of the piece-goods guild has dis- 
cussed the question of establishing a register of honge, 
recording the names of the partners in each Hong, and 
extent of their share. A favourable report on the 

é register has been forwarded to the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce aod if it meets with the ‘approval 
of that body, the proposal will probably be carried out.
